14,0007.  to  erect  in  1909,  and  are  equipped  to  turn  out  450 
tons  per  annum.  Biddings,  which  were  very  slow,  started 
at  2,000/.,  and  only  reached  3.400/.,  at  which  figure  the  pro- 
perty was  withdrawn. 

At  Epsom,  on  March  13.  William  Paris,  chemist,  dis- 
penser at  the  Long  Grove  Asylum,  Epsom,  was  charged 
with  attempting  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  1  oz.  of 
dilute  prussic  acid  and  10  oz.  of  morphine  solution.  Ac- 
cused was  discharged  on  promising  not  to  repeat  the 
offence.  Dr.  Potts,  of  Leatherhead,  said  that  the  acid 
must  have  become  inert  during  storage.

*'  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting'  it  is  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  the  trade  of  the  British  Empire  that  there  should 
be  a  trade-mark  indicating  that  the  goods  to  which  it  is 
applied  are  goods  manufactured  or  produced  in  some  parts 
of  the  British  Empire."

"  The  British  Empire  Trade  Mark  Association,"  which 
should  also  seek  the  registration  of  the  mark.

He  also  | 
favoured  the  formation  of  a  Court  of  Reference  to  decide  I 
the  question  of  standards.

Poison-licences.

At  Methwold  (Norfolk)  Petty  Sessions  on  March  9, 
Arthur  Banham,  farmer,  was  fined  5/.  and  costs  under 
the  Poisoned  Grain  Prohibition  Act,  for  aiding  and 
abetting  Ernest  Walker,  labourer  (who  was  fined  10?.), 
in  laying  poisoned  grain  at  Feltwell  on  January  20.  Mr. 
J.  F.  Buttifant,  chemist,  Methwold,  produced  his  Poisons 
Register  in  court,  showing  that  he  supplied  Banham  with 
two  quantities  of  g-oz.  each  of  strychnine  solution  on 
October  17  and  January  9  for  killing  vermin,  and  with 
^-oz.  of  strychnine  alkaloid  on  December  19.  It  was  stated 
that  Banham  sent  the  dead  larks  to  Leadenhall  Market, 
London,  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption. 

At  the  Croydon  Police  Court  on  March  10,  Eliza 
Mennell  (14)  was  charged  with  attempting  to  poison  her 
mistress,  Mrs.  Gladys  Baker.  Mrs.  Baker  became  ill  after 
taking  some  sanatogen,  which  she  noticed  tasted  "  salty." 
also  when  taking  a  dose  it  was  found  to  burn  her  tongue. 
Mr.  Lowe,  assistant  with  Mr.  C.  Dickinson,  119  South 
End,  Croydon,  stated  that  the  girl  asked  for  1  lb.  of 
salt  of  lemon.  He  supplied  her  with  1£  oz.,  and  sub- 
sequently with  2  oz.,  on  her  representing  that  it  was  for 
her  mistress,  who  wanted  to  remove  some  stains  from 
a  dress.  At  accused's  request  he  booked  the  chemical  in 
Mrs.  Baker's  name.  Subsequently  the  tin  of  sanatogen 
was  brought  to  him,  and  he  found  that  salt  of  lemon  had 
been  added.  Witness  was  also  present  when  the  bottle 
of  medicine  was  examined  and  found  to  contain  spirit  of 
salt.  An  oilman  also  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that 
he  sold  accused  a  pennyworth  of  spirit  of  salt.  A  remand 
was  ordered.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Bonaparte's  Pharmacists. — Dr.  Romary  contributes  t 
the  journal  called  "  Caducee  "  some  notes  oh  the  Sanitar 
Corps  of  Napoleon's  "Grande  Armee."  He  informs  u 
that  "  A  regulation  of  the  Year  XII.  (1804)  fixed  the  unj 
form  (which  remained  unaltered  till  1815)  blue-grey  wit; 
collar  and  cuffs  of  distinctive  colours — dark  green  f<n 
pharmacists.  All  wore  the  infantry  officers'  sword  wit; 
gold  silk  tassels." 

Professor  Mangin  on  February  24  presented  a  no1| 
to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  by  M.  G.  Gastir| 
relative  to  the  employment  of  saponins  for  preparir^ 
insecticide  emulsions.  After  referring  to  the  remarl 
able  emulsifying-properties  of  saponin,  it  was  stated  thij 
the  glucoside  is  quite  harmless  to  vegetables,  and  has  tlj 
advantage  over  soap  in  not  decomposing  or  being  pr. 
cipitated  by  acids  or  metallic  salts.  The  weak  surfac' 
tension  and  great  mobility  of  the  solutions  were  othl 
points  put  forward  in  favour  of  the  saponins. 

A  Political  Chemist. — Senator  Poirrier,  who  refusf, 
the  offer  to  become  Minister  of  Commerce  in  the  ne: 
French  Cabinet,  is  head  of  a  large  chemical-works  j 
Saint-Denis.  His  advanced  age  (nearly  eighty)  will  sufj 
ciently  explain  his  refusal  of  the  flattering  offer.  A  caj 
able  business  man  and  a  large  employer  of  labour, 
senator  since  1889.  his  grasp  of  commercial  and  industrij 
questions  is  naturally  considerable.  His  fortune  data 
from  the  invention  of  Perkin's  mauve.  M.  Poirrier  aij 
his  partner  were  quick  to  grasp  the  possibilities  of  tlj 
discovery,  set  to  work  in  France,  and  made  money. 

Mediterranean  Fever. — The  Academy  of  Medici! 
recently  agreed,  in  deference  to  the  representations  of  tj 
British  Government,  to  designate  the  disease  known- 1 
Maltese  fever  by  the  term  "Mediterranean  fever.''  la 
has  now  decided  to  adopt  as  its  scientific  appellation  f| 
name  Melitococcie  at  'the  meeting  of  the  Academy  -h 
March  14.  Professor  Fernand  Widal  drew  attention  I 
cases  of  infection  during  laboratory  experiments  wi| 
Micrococcus  Melitemis,  and  urged  the  necessity  of  emplt 
ing  for  experimental  purposes  only  germ  cultures  whi 
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had  beforehand  been  killed  by  formaldehyde  vapour.  He 
explained  that  this  method  does  not  impair  the  value  of 
the  results  obtained. 

Sequestration  of  a  Pharmacist. — The  trial  of  six  per- 
sons for  having  sequestrated  M.  Brunet.  a  pharmacist,  on 
May  29  last,  was  commenced  in  Paris  last  Monday.  The 
defendants  are  Mme.  Brunet,  the  pharmacist's  wife;  M. 
Gtuillevie  and  M.  Reymond,  his  former  assistants ;  and 
three  male  nurses.  The  facts  of  the  case  were  summarised 
in  the  C.  &  D.  of  June  4  and  11,  1910. 

The  Chemical  Side  of  Dental  Science.— The  pure 
(wholemeal)  bread  craze  has  not  so  far  been  so  conspicu- 
ously put  before  the  public  in  France  as  in  England,  but 
M.  Henry  de  Varigny,  in  his  scientific  teuilleton  in  the 
"  Journal  des  Debate,"  throws  an  interesting  sidelight  on 
this  discussion.  He  points  out  that  as  far  back  as  1889 
M.  V.  Galippe  presented  his  dental  studies  to  the  Society 
of  Biology,  and  ascribed  the  decay  of  teeth  to  the  chemi- 
cal condition  of  the  organism  and  denoted  a  diminution  cf 
the  proportion  of  mineral  salts  in  the  human  system. 
Silica,  one  of  the  most  necessary  constituents,  is  princi- 
pally obtained  from  bread  as  well  as  phosphates.  The 
removal  of  the  bran  and  germ,  ho  states,  deprives  us  of 
almost  all  the  salts  and  mora  particularly  the  phosphates, 
leaving  little  but  starch.  "  White  bread,"'  concludes  M. 
de  Varigny,  "thus  obliges  uo  to  uselessly  consume  costly 
drugs  which  have  the  pretension  to  cr.pply  the  phosphates 
necessary. ' ' 

The  Wrong  Bottle. — An  action  has  been  brought 
against  M.  Thuret,  pharmacien  ■  at  Havre,  on  the  charge 
of  causing  the  death  of  Mme.  Chauriat,  a  schoolmistress  of 
that  town,  through  a  dispensing  error.  The  plaintiffs  are 
M.  Chauriat,  husband  of  the  deceased,  and  M.  Barthelemy, 
her  father,  who  claim  90,000f.  (3.600/.)  damages.  The 
evidence  shows  that  Dr.  Omont,  a  local  practitioner,  pre- 
scribed for  Mme.  Chauriat  a  vermifuge  draught  contain- 
ing 25  cgms.  of  sulphate  of  pelletierine.  The  prescrip- 
tion was  dispensed  by  M.  Thuret,  but  ten  minutes  after 
she  took  the  draught  Mme.  Chauriat  expired.  A  post- 
mortem examination  indicated  death  by  an  overdose  of 
eserine,  also  that  neither  the  bottle  from  which  the 
medicine  was  taken  nor  the  intestines  showed  any  trace 
of  pelletierine.  Judgment  was  given  on  Monday,  when 
M.  Thuret  was  sentenced  to  one  month's  imprisonment 
(rescinded  under  the  First  Offenders'  Act)  and  EOOf. 
(201.)  fine;  also  to  5,000f.  (200/.)  damages  to  the  deceased 
lady's  husband,  M.  Chauriat,  and  a  like  sum  of  5,000f.  to 
her  parents. 

The  "Journal  Officiel"  of  December  20,  1910,  con- 
tained a  decree  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  regulating 
the  sale  of  sugar,  glucose,  honey,  confectionery,  etc.,  in 
France.  The  name  "honey"  must  be  exclusively  applied 
to  the  produce  of  bees,  but,  when  bees  have  been  artificially 
fed  on  sugar,  their  produce  must  be  denominated  "  sugar 
honey"  (miel  de  surre).  The  term  miel  must  not  be 
applied  to  honey  which  has  been  turned  into  caramel  by 
heating,  or  which  contains  over  25  per  cent,  of  water. 
Confectionery  can  be  dusted  with  talc  up  to  one  gram  per 
kilo.  ;  the  use  of  a  small  quantity  of  beeswax,  spermaceti, 
vegetable  oil,  vaseline,  pure  paraffin,  or  starch  is  per- 
mitted, so  far  as  concerns  the  preparation  of  the  apparatus 
for  making  confectionery.  Four  per  cent,  of  dextrin  or 
starch  can  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  dragies.  Gela- 
tin and  gelose  can  be  used  in  pastilles,  provided  that  such 
goods  are  not  labelled  with  the  word  "  gomme  "  and  that 
their  label  contains  the  qualification  "  fantaisie."  There 
are  also  elaborate  particulars  concerning  the  manufacture 
■of  chocolate,  liquorice,  and  sugar  goods  in  general.

Personalities. — Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  of  Messrs.  B.  O. 
Jones,  Ltd.,  Boksburg,  Transvaal,  and  President  of  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Hoard,  paid  a  hurried  visit  to  Capo 
Town  just  prior  to  the  last  mail  leaving,  it  is  understood 
that  Mr.  Jones  went  to  the  Cape  to  consult  certain  Trans- 
vaal members  of  Parliament.  He  also  had  an  interview 
with  Mr.  A.  Walsh,  President  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy 
Board,  and  if  a  weathercock  indicates  the  way  the  wind 
blows,  matters  pharmaceutical  are  working  smoothly. — 
Air.  W.  N.  Cooper,  of  Kimberley,  was  on  a  visit  to  the 
Cape  peninsula  when  the  mail  leit,  enjoying  a  holiday  at 
Kafk  Bay. — Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley,  of  Messrs.  Smart  ii 
Copley,  Bulawayo,  who  has  been  on  vacation  at  Camps 
Bay,  left  for  Rhodesia  on  February  21. — Miss  N.  Robin- 
son, of  Madras,  whose  brother  is  the  managing  director  of 
Messrs.  Spencer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  South  India,  has  returned 
from  a  trip  to  the  Victoria  Falls  and  Rhodesia  generally.

Orange  Free  -late. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — The  resignation  of 
the  majority  of  the  Council  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  18, 
index  folio  262,  and  March  4,  index  folio  307)  has 
created  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  Bloemfontein,  writes 
our  correspondent  there.  The  local  "Unie"  newspaper, 
referring  to  Dr.  Pratt-Yule's  resignation,  points  out  that 
he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Colony,  and  al- 
though he  considers  he  is  a  free  agent  so  far  as  his  con- 
duct on  the  Council  is  concerned,  the  "  Unie  "  states  em- 
phatically that  he  ought  to  go  further  and  resign  his 
appointment  as  M.O.H.,  seeing  that  he  is  not  in  agree- 
ment with  his  departmental  chief. 


The  Commission  on  Industries. 

This  Commission  began  its  sitting  at  Cape  Town  on  Fe- 
bruary 15.  Sir  Thomas  Cullinan  presided,  and  there  were 
present  Senator  Dr.  Viljoen,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Smith,  C.  H. 
Wessels,  W.  Mcintosh,  W.  A.  Martin,  and  J.  Mossop,  together 
with  the  Joint  Secretaries,'  Messrs.  C.  H.  Lepper  and  Owen 
Smith,  the  latter  gentleman  being  formerly  associated  with 
the  Customs  as  Customs  expert.  In  1905  a  similar  Commis- 
sion sat  to  inquire  into  Colonial  Industries,  the  President 
then  being  Dr.  Aug.  H.  Petersen,  M.L.O.  The  tenor  of  the 
evidence  given  at  that  time— .and  it  filled  a  Blue-book  of  no 
small  size — was  much  the  same  as  it  is  to-day,  which  is  only 
natural.  Practically  everything  that  was  manufactured  in 
the  Cape  Colony  then  was  "better  than  the  imported."  It 
did  not  matter  whether  it  was  a  bottle  of  eau  de  Cologne  or 
a  steam-pump— the  South  African  article  was  "  better  than 
the  imported."  One  of  the  witnesses  examined  was  Capt. 
H.  A.  P.  Burmeister,  of  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.. 
Cape  Town,  who  wanted  the  existing  transportation-rates 
over  the  railroad  maintained.  It  gave  a  preference  in  freight, 
and  there  was  a  net  protection  of  4.«.  2d.  per  100  lb.  at  the 
Customs  besides.  If  the  rail  transportation  was  levelled  up 
he  wanted  a  duty  of,  sav,  7.s.  bd.  The  raw  material,  with  the 
exception  of  tallow,  was  all  imported,  and  his  company  could 
not  get  sufficient  tallow  locally.  Mr.  Smith  questioned  the 
Captain  regarding  the  wages  paid  to  unskilled  coloured 
women,  which  was  33.s.  bd.  per  month,  and  said  it  was  not  a 
living  wage.  Mr.  Martin  put  it  to  witness  that. the  country 
lost  72.000/.  a  year  by  reason  of  the  difference  in  duties  on 
the  imported  article  and  that  collected  on  the  raw  material. 
Capt.  Burmeister,  in  reply,  thought  more  than  72.000/.  was 
paid  out  in  wages,  which  went  towards  the  development  of 
the  country.  Ho  was  asked  if  he  thought  the  Government, 
if  it  abolished  the  duty,  would  vote  the  candle-maker* 
72,000/.  His  reply  was  that  he  did  not  think  so:  he  had  his 
own  plans  working,  and  in  course  of  years  would  get  all  the 
raw  material  he  wanted  for  candle-makin?  in  South  Africa. 

Drugs.  Patents,  and  Whisky.— Mr.  H.  Evans,  a  director  of 
Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  informed  the  Commissioner  that  in 
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the  manufacture  of  medicines  colonial  spirit  was  largely 
used.    Some  spices  and  seeds  could  be  grown  in  the  Cape, 
including  liquorice,  caraway,  and  linseed.    Though  linseed 
had  not  been  grown  on  a  commercial  scale,  he  had  shipped 
some  to  the  London  market,  and  it  was  found  superior  to 
that  shipped  from  the  Baltic.    On  a  farm  at  Stellenbosch  he 
had  found  liquorice  growing  extensively,  but  the  farmer, 
thinking  it  a.  weed,  _  contemplated  destroying  it.  Railway- 
rates  did  not  affect  his  firm  very  much,  but  be  was  interested 
in    another    industry— making   colonial    whisky.  Colonial 
whisky  is  a  blend  of  Scotch  whisky  with  colonial  spirit,  the 
latter  having  gone  through  a  special  process.    The  wi'tnes 
wanted  a  uniform  Excise  in  South  Africa.    Then  followed  a 
warm  debate  about  cayenne  pepper  grown  in  Natal,  the 
Commissioner  commenting  on  the  bad  curry-powder  produced 
at  the  Cape  as  compared  with  Natal.    Questioned  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  business  in  patent  and  proprietary  medicines 
done  by  Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  witness  said  it  amounted  to 
50  per  cent,  of  their  business,  and  35  per  cent,  of  this  was  ... 
American  lines.     Mr.  Evans  told  the  Commissioner  that  he 
sent  some  bush  tea  to  America,  as  he  considered  it  good  for 
dyspeptics,  but  the  Customs  destroyed  it  all  as  it  did  not 
conform  with  the  U.S.  food  laws.    "  I  think  they  were  very 
wise,''  commented  Mr.  Smith.    Mr.  Evans  was  next  ques 
tioned  as  to  the  stamp-tax  and  the  selling  of  patents,  the  tonor 
of  his  reply  being  that  he  did  not  sell  them  from  choice.  Dr. 
Viljoen  was  right  when  he  said  that  some  of  the  patents  sold 
tor  Is.  9d.  cost  about  1(7.    Mr.  W.  C.  Price,  a  foreign  repre- 
sentative, gave  evidence  on  Februarv  17,  the  gist  of  w^hich 
went  to  show  that  he  wanted  the  duties  reduced  on  products 
he  represented,  these  including  Bovril  and  Virol. 

Corks  and  Mineral  Waters.— On  February  21  the  Com- 
mission took  evidence  from  Mr.  A.  R.  Burmeister   of  the 
South  African  Cork  Co.    Witness  stated  that  there  were  200 
trees  at  Worcester,  and  a  number  growing  in  the  Ceres  dis- 
trict.   He  wanted  cork  in  the  rough  state  to  come  in  free 
and  15  per  cent,  on  manufactured  corks.    Mr  H  J  Niehaus 
(representing  the  Van  Riebeek  Water  Co.)  was  next  examined 
Ihe  trade  is  asking  that  their  industrv  shall  be  further  pro- 
tected by  another  id.  per  bottle  dutv  being  imposed  in 
addition  to  the  id.  already  existing.    Witness  said  the  chief 
difficulty  was  the  cost  of  carriage  to  coast  ports,  which  the 
foreign  manufacturer  did  not  experience.    The  cost  of  freight 
to  Durban  for  the  colonial  product  was  3/.  13s.  3<Z.  per  ton 
while  the  imported  article  could  be  landed  there  for  51  3s  3d 
the  case  of  Algoa  Bay,  the  difference  was  not  so  great 
Ihe  Chairman:  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  some  people  prefer 
Apolhnaris,  and  that  if  this  duty  is  put  on  vou  are  not  going 
to  get  those  people  to  drink  Van  Riebeek?    Witness,  in 
answering  the  question,  gave  some  business  particulars,  which 
showed  that  the  colonial  waters  were  fast  superseding  the 
use  of  the  imported  article.    The  Chairman  :  Therefore  they 
drink  colonial  waters  because  of  the  dutv  which  has  been 
placed  upon  the  others.    Witness  said  that  could  not  very 
well  !be  so,  as  in  most  places  the  same  charge  was  made  for 
one  as  for  the  other.    The  Chairman:  Your  trade  is  grow- 
ing, and  if  you  -get  this  protection  it  means  a  considerable 
sum/    Witness:  If  the  article  is  right,  and  there  is  a  market 
tor  it,  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  not  get  the  whole  trade 
home  seven  years  ago  he  required  some  labels,  and  got 
quotations  from  local  printers.    The  prices  quoted  were  hope- 
lessly high,  and  the  order  went  to  England.    A  short  while 
ago  he  ran  out,  of  labels  again,  and  decided  to  give  the  local 
printers  another  chance.    A  surprising  thing  happened.  If 
they  took  off  the  25  tier  cert,  dutv  on  the  imported  label  the 
local  printers  were  doing  the  work  cheaper  than  it  could  be 
<lone  in  England.    It  appeared  that  the  printers  did  the 
work  in  their  spare  time,  and  thus  could  beat  the  English 
makers     The  same  had  occurred  in  connection  with  wooden 
boxes.    From  3s.  each  the  price  had  come  down  to  2s.  each 
and  now  the  imported  box  was  out  of  the  market  altogether. 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  above  Societv  was  held  on  Fe- 
bruary 16  at  the  rooms  of  Mr.  G.  Stuart  Jones,  Durban 
I  here  were  present  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie- (President),  in  the  chair 
and  Messrs  Champion,  Anderson,  Jones,  Read,  Johnston! 
Hamlin.  Edwards,  Gale,  and  Good-brand  (Hon.  Secretary). 
Mr  Flgie  having  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Forth 
recalling  that- gentleman's  valuable  services  to  the  Society,' 
the  following  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  with  the 
members  upstanding  : 

"  That  this  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Natal 
hereby  places  on  record  its  hisr-h  appreciation  of  the  services 
ot  the  late  Mr.  C.  E.  Forth,  who  for  several  yars  was  Hon 
Secretary  of  the  -Society,  -and  who  represented"  the  Societv  for 
many  years  on  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Natal." 

The  resolution  is  to  be  forwarded  with  a 'sympathetic  letter 
to  Mrs.  *orth  from  the  President  on  behalf  of  the  Societv 

Correspondence.—  Letters  were  received  from  Hon  J  G 
Maydon.  M.P..  Mr.  Chas.  Henwood,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  H  Wilt- 
shire, M.P.,  with  reference  to  the  Cape  Medicine  and  Stamp 


Act,  promising  to  keep  the  matter  before  them.  A  circular 
was  roeived  from  the  South  African  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation with  reference  to  the  Cape  Medicine  and  Stamp  Act 
and  the  metric  system. 

Room  for  the  Society. — Mr.  Edwards  spoke  at  length  on. 
the  subject  of  approaching  the  Durban  Corporation  with  the* 
object  of  obtaining  -a  room  from  them  for  the  use  of  the- 
Society.  He  did  not  see  why  the  Corporation  should  not 
place  a  room  in  the  Municipal  Buildings  at  their  disposal. 
After  discussion,  Mr.  Edwai-ds's  resolution,  finding  no 
seconder,  was  dropped. 

Duty  on  Alcohol. — In  .answer  to  questions  submitted  to 
them  on  the  various  duties  on  alcohol  and  alcoholic  prepara- 
tions, the  Cape,  Transvaal,  and  Orange  Free  State  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies  sent  comprehensive  replies,  which  were- 
read  by  the  Secretary.  These  questions  were  submitted  with 
the  object  of  ascertaining  whether  Natal  alcohol  was- 
penalised  to  a  greater  extent  than  that  of  the  other  provinces. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Natal  alcohol-duty  was  slightly  in. 
excess  of  the  other  provinces,  but  that  nothing  could  be  done- 
until  Parliament  should  see  their  way  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mission to  inquiro  into  the  subject  of  uniform  taxation  in  the 
matter  of  Excise. 

General. — Mr.  Jones  brought  up  the  subject  of  the  rules 
of  the  Society,  and  recommended  that,  they  be  printed  and 
sent  to  every  member.  It  was  agreed  that  before  doing  so- 
the  President  and  Secretary  should  revise  the  rules  and  subv 
mit  them  to  the  next  meeting. 

O.F.S.  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  was  held  in  Vickers'  Buildings,  Bloeni-' 
fontein.  on  February  14,  with  Mr.  S.  Taylor  (President)  in. 
the  chair.  The  others  present  were  Messrs.  F.  Carter  (Vice- 
President).  J.  Rawling  (Secretary),  J.  B.  Jeffreys,  Andrews,. 
W.  H.  Jeffrey,  McMurray,  Lyall,  Prophet,  Strickland,  and' 
F.  W.  Hocking. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — Mr.  W.  B.  Jeffreys,  the-1 
elected  chemist-representative  on  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Council,  on  being  called  upon  to  explain  the  reasons  why  he- 
had  resigned  his  seat.  (C.  &  D.,  March  4,  p.-  307),  stated  that 
imputations  of  political  bias  and  racialism  had  been  levelled 
at  the  Council  by  the  Minister  for  Justice  (Mr.  Hertzog),. 
and  as  the  Council  could  get  no  satisfactory  apology  or  with- 
drawal of  the  charges  from  the  Minister  eonoerned,  the- 
Council  (with  three  exceptions)  had  resigned  as  a  protest. 
It  was  moved  and  carried  unanimously  :  "  That  this  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  having  heard  Mr.  Jeffreys'' 
explanation  of  the  reasons  for  his  withdrawal,  from  the-' 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council,  approve  of  his  action. 
Further,  that  Mr.  Jeffreys  be  asked  to  again  stand  for  elec- 
tion, and  that  this  Society  do  support  his  candidature." 
Poisons  Regulations. — The  Secretary  was  instructed  to- 
rite  to  Mr.  C.  L.  Botha  (member  for  Bloemfontein  in  the; 
Legislative  Assembly)  protesting  against  any  relaxation  of 
the  Poisons  Regulations,  so  far  as  the  sale  of  poisonous 
cattle-medicines  is  concerned,  in  towns  where  there  is  a 
chemist.  It  was  stated  that  effort  is  being  made  to  extend 
the  sale  of  such  articles  as  Cooper's-dip  tablets.  Bowker's- 
cure  (containing  arsenic),  etc.,  to  general  merchants  in  towns- 
At  present  these  preparations  can  only  be  sold  by  chemists  or 
by  licensed  dealers  in  poisons,  who  must  be  at  least  six  miles- 
from  a  chemist's  shop. 

Metric  System. — It  was  decided  to  communicate  with  the- 
Local  Chamber  of  Commerce  protesting  against  chemists'1' 
being  singled  out  for  experiment  with  regard  to  the  use  of 
the  metric  system. 

Coded  Prescriptions. — The  Vice-President  (Mr.  F.  Carter): 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  -a  certain  doctor  was  writing-  i 
coded  prescriptions,  which  could  only  be  understood  by  a  j 
particular  firm  of  chemists.    He  regretted  that  any  chemist 
should  allow  himself  to  be  associated  with  such  unprofes-  ' 
sional  conduct. 

Discussion  for  Next  Meeting. — The  Secretary  (Mr.  J. 
Rawling)  promised  to  open  a-  discussion  at  -the  next  meeting- 
on  the  subject  "  Should  Chemists  Trade  on  Sundays  with  j 
Open  Doors  ?  " 


Xs  a  Camera  a  "  Necessary  "?— In  the  City  of  London. 
Court  on  Tuesday,  March  14,  Mr.  Richard  Green,  trading  as- 
the  City  Sale  and'Exchange.  90  Fleet  Street,  sued  Mr.  J.  A.  L. 
Evans,  solicitors'  clerk,  Carlisle,  for  3^.  14s.,  balance  of  a 
15-guinea  half-plate  Anschutz  cam-era  (Go-erz)  supplied  to- 
him.  Defendant  raised  la  plea  of  infancy  and  sent  an 
affidavit,  together  with  a  copy  of  his  birth  certificate,  show- 
ing that  he  would  not  be  of  age  until  September  13  next 
year.  Mr.  Clark,  plaintiff's  solicitor,  suggested  that  if  the 
defendant  used  the  camera  to  increase  his  income,  then  it 
was  a  "  necessary,"  and  defendant  would  have  to  pay.  Mr. 
J.  Scott  Duckers,  defendant's  solicitor,  said  he  did  not.  After 
evidence.  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  said  he  was  inclined  to  send 
the  case  to  Carlisle  to  be  tried,  but  thought  the  parties  had' 
better  settle  it  between  themselves,  and  he  adjourned  the- 1 
matter  for  that  to  be  done. 
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Imitating  Zambuk. 


AT  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  March  10,  the  ad- 
journed hearing  of  evidence  in  a  charge  of  obtaining 
money  by  false  pretences  preferred  against  Agnes  Patch- 
ing (C.  <£•  D.,  February  25,  p.  275)  again  came  before 
Mr.  Dickinson.  Mrs.  Moore,  Mrs.  Irons,  and  Mrs.  Devine 
were  additional  witnesses  testifying  that  they  purchased 
Id.  tins  of  ointment  from  accused  under  the  impression 
that  it  was  "  Zambuk."  Mr.  J.  Ivatts,  London  manager 
for  Messrs.  C.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.,  deposed  that  he  handed 
the  tins  received  by  Mrs.  Toomey  and  Mrs.  Devine  to  Dr. 
Lewkowitsch  for  analysis.  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch  stated  that 
he  had  examined  the  contents  of  the  tins  marked  "  3  "  and 
"4."  and  found  that  they  differed  in  composition  from 
""  Zambuk."  The  solicitor  for  the  defence  asked  if  "  Zam- 
huk,"  a  mark  applied  to  ointment,  soap,  and  powder,  is  not 
;a  word  in  general  use.    Witness  :  No. 

The  Magistrate  :  The  name  applies  to  the  same  family 
of  preparations  ? — Yes. 

The  Solicitor  :  The  essential  ingredients  in  "  Zambuk  " 
— eucalyptus  oil,  soft  and  hard  paraffin,  and  green  oily 
■colouring-matter — are  well  known. 
Witness  :  No. 

The  Solicitor  :  But  recipes  for  "  Zambuk  "  are  com- 
monly sold  around  London,  and  the  ingredients  are  given 
in  the  proper  proportion. 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch  :  It  does  not  follow  that  the  ingre- 
dients represent  the  whole  of  those  of  "  Zambuk,"  but  I 
must  confess  I  do  not  know.  Witness  added  that  the  two 
tins  supplied  to  him  contained  3.2  and  2.5  per  cent  of 
ethereal  or  essential  oil,  while  "  Zambuk  "  yielded  9j  per 
cent. — a  very  different  ratio.  The  two  former  contained 
74.5  per  cent,  and  73.3  per  cent,  of  nnsaponifiable  matter, 
while  the  proportion  in  "  Zambuk  "  was  78.34  per  cent. 
The  colouring-matter  was  different,  being  yellowish  green 
instead  of  bright  green  as  in  "  Zambuk."  In  reply  to 
•questions,  witness  stated  that  green  oil  of  elder  was  present 
"in  the  two  ointments,  but  not  in  "  Zambuk." 

The  Defending  Solicitor  :  Is  not  the  percentage  differ- 
ence small  ? 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch  :  In  one  case  only,  but  in  the  other 
there  is  an  enormous  difference. 

The  Solicitor  :  But  did  not  the  ointment  in  question 
•comply  substantially  with  "  Zambuk  "  in  eucalyptus  oil 
being  the  active  ingredient  ? 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch  :  "  Zambuk  "  contains  five  times  as 
much  ethereal  oils,  and  there  are  others  besides  eucalyptus 
•oil  entering  into  the  composition  of  "  Zambuk."  He  was 
not  inclined  to  say  what  these  other  things  are. 

The  Solicitor  :  We  must  not  deal  with  other  ingredients 
then. 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch  :  The  analyses  show  that  the  ointments 
are  not  substantially  alike. 

For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  had 
•not  suggested  on  the  tins  of  her  ointment  or  on  her  circu- 
lars that  she  sold  "  Zambuk."  but  it  was  admitted  that 
the  name  had  been  used  in  some  way.  It  was  contended 
that  selling  the  ointment  as  n  "  Zambuk  "  ointment  was 
"not  misleading,  as  the  name  had  got  into  general  use  and 
■one  was  substantially  the  same  ointment  as  the  other. 

The  Magistrate  :  If  so,  why  use  the  word  "  Zambuk  "  ? 
Is  it  not  to  gain  advantage  given  by  advertising  the  name  ? 

The  Solicitor  :  Defendant  found  in  a  book  certain  in- 
gredients denoted  by  that  name,  and  she  had  always  told 
customers  that  she  mixed  the  ointment  herself. 

Defendant,  in  cross-examination,  said  that  she  made  the 
ointment  uip  from  the  analysis  given  in  "  Secret  Remedies," 
"buying  the  ingredients  at  Boots,  Ltd.  Sho  had  never  re- 
presented that  she  was  an  agent  for  Messrs.  Fulford,  Ltd., 
•or  said  that  "Zambuk"  "was  being  supplied  in  plain 
tins  to  give  poor  people  a  chance."  "  Zambuk  "  had  not 
"been  mentioned  unless  in  opening  the  tin  her  customers 
said  that  it  looked  like  "  Zambuk." 

The  Magistrate,  in  fining  defendant  40s.,  said  the  prac- 
tice must  be  stopped.  There  was  no  objection  to  calling 
her  ointment  "Patching"  ointment  or  any  other  name 
she  liked,  but  she  must  not  use  a  name  belonging  to  some- 
one else. 


LEGAL  REPORTS, 


TRADE  LAW. 

Pharmacy  Act  Appeal. -The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  now  entered  appeal  to  a  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench 
in  the  action  The  Society  v.  Jacks,  which  Judge  Howard 
Smith,  of  the  Lichfield  County  Court,  decided  against  the 
Society.  The  action  was  under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  the. 
Society  suing  for  the  51.  penalty  because  the  defendant  had 
omitted  to  put  his  name  and  address  on  a  packet  of  XL-All 
vaporising  fumigator.  Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs,  for  the  defendant, 
successfully  contended  that  the  offence,  if  committed,  was 
against  Section  17,  and  should  have  been  taken  before  a  court 
of  summary  jurisdiction,  and  not 'before  a  county  court.  The 
case  was  reported  in  the  C.  <(■  D.,  January  14. 

"The  Cult  of  the  Chemist. "-At  Westminster  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Woodfall,  on  March  15,  Felix  Newbery, 
Shaftesbury  Avenue,  London,  sued  Messrs.  Hedges  &  Sons, 
chemists,  of  Dale  End,  Birmingham,  for  six  guineas  for  an 
article  and  two  illustrations  in  '*  The  Gentlemen's  Journal." 
The  defence  was^that  the  order  was  given  on  the  representa- 
tion that  the  article  would  appear  in  a  special  supplement 
on  the  arts,  crafts,  and  manufactures  of  Birmingham.  The 
article,  headed  "  The  Cult  of  the  Chemist,"  by  Capt.  I).  F. 
Campbell,  did  not  suit  the  defendants'  manager  (Mr.  W. 
Shakespear),  and  he  wrote  to  the  plaintiff  to  that  effect.  His 
Honour  said  the  action  was  really  undefended.  The  contract 
was  signed  for  just  the  thing  that  in  his  opinion  had  been 
supplied.  Had  it  started,  "  This  is  a  chemist's  advertise- 
ment," no  one  would  have  read  it.  The  reader  started  and 
got  interested  and  then  discovered  it  was  an  advertisement, 
and  it  stated  that  every  confidence  could  be  placed  in  defen- 
dants' prescriptions  and  advice,  all  their  managers  being  duly 
qualified  dispensers.  His  Honour  gave  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff,  with  costs. 

Can  a  Landlord  Trespass  1— -At  Runcorn  County  Court, 
on  March  14,  Mr.  Arthur  Maxwell  Kneale,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Frodshani,  sued  Mrs.  Mary  Williams,  of  Helsby,  for 
damages.  It  was  explained  that,  plaintiff  until  recently  had  a 
business  at  Helsby,  which  he  agreed  to  sell  to  a  Mr.  Walton 
for  150/.  When  the  money  was  paid  over,  in  November  iast. 
he  and  Welton  went  to  the.  shop  together,  and  he  placed 
Walton  in  charge.  In  a  few  minutes  Mrs.  Williams,  who 
owned  the  shop  premises,  came  in  and  orderef  Walton  out  of 
the  place.  She  then  called  upon  plaintiff's  assistant  to  go 
behind  the  counter,  and  not  to  leave  it.  For  Mrs.  Williams 
it  was  contended  that  no  action  for  trespass  could  lie,  as  she 
had  a  perfect  right  to  enter  upon  premises  of  which  she  was 
the  owner.  Plaintiff's  counsel  asked  his  Honour  to  say  that 
any  person  who  goes  on  shop  premises  for  any  other  purpose 
than  to  make  a  purchase  is  a  technical  trespasser.  In  giving 
judgment  for  the  defendant,  his  Honour  expressed  the  opinion 
that  any  man  has  a  right  of  entry  to  a  shop  for  a  reasonable 
purpose,  apart  from  the  purchase  of  goods.  He  has,  however, 
no  right  to  remain  if  ordered  out  . 

Wincarnls  with  Quinine  Appeal — At  the  Manchester 
County  Police  Court  on  March  13  an  application  was  made, 
to  the'  Stipendiary  Magistrate  (Mr.  J. -M.  Yates,  K.C.)  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  Simister,  solicitor.  Stalybridge,  in  regard  to  the 
appeal  by  Mr.  Richard  Needham,  chemist,  Stalybridge,  and 
Mr.  Ernest  H.  Aves,  manager  of  one  of  his  shops  in  City 
Road.  Old  Trafford.  against  his  Honour's  decision  fining  each 
of  them  20s.  and  costs  for  selling  Wincarnis  with 
Quinine  without  a  wine-licence  (C.  <(•  D.,  December  24, 
1910,  index  folio  921).  Notice  of  appeal  was  given,  and  each 
defendant  entered  into  a  recognisance  of  1007.  each  to  proceed 
with  .that, -appeal.  Since  that  time  (Mr.  Simister  explained) 
the  Licensing  Consolidation  Act,  1910,  had  come  into  force, 
and  king's  counsel  had  advised  that  in  view  of  this  Act, 
which  created  a  new  offence,  and  one  or  two  other  points, 
it  would  he  unwise  to  go  on  with  the  appeal.  His  (Mr. 
Simister's)  application  to  the  Bench  was  that  thev  should 
be  released  from  the  recognisances.  Mr.  John  Crofton  said 
that  if  it  had  not  been  that  the  case  was  sub  judicc,  the  police 
would  have  taken  action  against  every  one,  who  w  is  selling 
this  wine.  They  w^.re  admittedly  backed  up  by  another  firm. 
The  Stii>endiarv  allowed  the  application,  and  the  defendants 
were  released  from  their  recognisances,  the  apr^al,  conse- 
quently, being  abandoned.    [See  Editorial  Notes.] 

Perfume  Formulae.— Before  Vice-Chancellor  Leieh  Clare, 
in  the  Lancashire  Chancery  Court,  Manchester,  on  March  13, 
an  application  was  madi  by  Claber  &  Co.,  perfume  manufac- 
turers. Canal  Street.  Manchester,  for  an  injunction  against 
their  former  managing  director,  Samuel  Claber.  to  restrain 
him  from  removing  certain  books  belonging  to  the  company 
and  also  from  communicating  confidential  information,  th" 
substance  of  which  is  contained  in  these  books..  It  was  ex- 
plained by  counsel  for  the  applicants  that  the  whole  of  the 
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shares  (5,000)  in  the  company  are  held  by  Mr.  Herbert  Tatter- 
sall,  those  in  Mr.  Claber's  name  being  in  trust  for  him,  Mr. 
Tattersall,  as  a  friend,  had  started  him  in  business,  and 
made  him  manager.  Disputes  had  arisen  between  Mr.  Claber 
and  a  Mr.  Eastwood,  with  the  result  that  Mr.  Claber's 
managership  was  terminated.  An  affidavit  by  the  defendant 
denied  certain  allegations  as  to  his  conduct  of  the  business, 
and  said  that  during  the  eleven  years  he  had  been  connected 
with  the  business  it  had  been  greatly  extended,  and  is  now 
on  the  high  road  to  success.  The  books  claimed  from  him 
were  his  own  property,  containing  his  own  formulae.  Defen- 
dant's counsel,  however,  made  an  offer  to  deliver  up  the 
books  and  to  give  the  defendant's  oath  that  he  had  made 
-no  copies  or  extracts  from  the  books.  Ultimately,  his  Honour 
decided  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  an  .injunction 
pending  the  trial  of  the  main  action,  the  injunction  to  be 
applicable  to  "  secret  and  confidential  information  of  the 
company."  The  books  had  been  lodged  in  court,  and  his 
Honour  ordered  that  the  plaintiffs  should  have  access  to  them 
pending  the  trial  of  the  main  action. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

A  Limited  Partnership  Wound  Ur. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  March  14,  Mr.  Justice  Neville 
heard  a  petition  for  the  compulsory  winding-up  of  the 
limited  partnership  of  Cecil  0.  Gray,  a  firm  which  carried 
on  the  business  of  dentists  at  Birmingham.  Mr.  Cotes- 
Preedy  stated  that  the  petitioners  were  Mr.  Cecil  0.  Gray 
and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Marion  Gray.  The  other  partner, 
Mr.  Sampson,  refused  to  take  any  part  in  these  proceedings. 
An  offer  of  300/.  had  been  made  for  the  business.  His 
Lordship  made  the  usual  compulsory  order,  and  directed 
the  proceedings  to  be  continued  in  the  Birmingham  County 
Court. 

The  Manufacture  of  Saccharin. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  March  16 'Mr.  Justice  Eve 
commenced  the  hearing  of  an  action  brought  by  the 
Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  against  the  National 
Saccharin  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  9  Chapel  Lane,  Hull,  in  which  the 
plaintiffs  claimed  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  manufacturing,  selling,  offering  for  sale,  or  supplying 
saccharin  manufactured  according  to  the  specifications  of 
the  following  Letters  Patent  :  No.  3,680,  dated  February 
14,  1898 ;  No.  19,629,  dated  September  29,  1899  ;  and  No. 
4,525,  dated  March  9,  1900,  all  of  which  were  vested  in 
the  plaintiffs,  and  damages  or  an  account  of  profits,  at 
the  option  of  the  plaintiffs.  The  plaintiffs  alleged  in- 
fringement at  various  times  and  in  particular  that  the 
defendants  about  March  last  imported  from  Rotterdam  to 
England  via  Hull  eight  cask.;  of  saccharin,  each  contain- 
ing fifty  kilos.,  which,  it  was  contended,  had  been  manu- 
factured according  to  one  or  more  of  the  plaintiffs' 
patents.  The  defendants  denied  infringement  and  fur- 
ther pleaded  that  six  ot  the  casks  had  been  returned  to 
the  Continent  unsold,  and  that  the  1898  patent  was  not 
new  or  useful  and  was  not  one  for  which  Letters  Patent 
could  be  properly  granted,  it  being  a  m?re  application  of 
the  processes  previously  well  known  and  embodied  in  a 
patent  of  1894.  Sir  Alfred  Cripp;,  K.C.,  Mr.  A.  J. 
Walter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Cole  fax  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs, 
and  the  defendants  were  represented  bv  Air.  Bousfield, 
K.C.,  Mr.  Owen  and  Mr.  Eric  Bousfield.  The  case  is 
proceeding. 

Papier  Poudre. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Saturday,  March  11,  Mr. 
Justice  Swinfen  Eady  heard  a  number  of  motions  for 
judgment  in  default  of  defence  to  actions  by  Papier 
Poudre,  Ltd.  The  first  was  against  Dion.  Ltd.  Mr. 
Sebastian,  for  the  plaintiff  company,  said  they  sold  an 
article  which  was  also  sold  by  a  good  number  of  people 
under  different  names.  The  plaintiffs'  name  was  Papier 
Poudre.  The  defendants  began  selling  a  paper  prepara- 
tion under  the  same  name,  and  the  action  had  to  be 
begun.  But  when  the  facts  really  became  known  to  the 
defendants  they  said  they  could  not  defend  the  action, 
and  put  in  no  defence. 

His  Lordship  :  Do  the  defendants  appear  ? 

Mr.  Austen  Cartmell  :  I  appear  for  them  and  consent 
to  judgment. 


Mr.  Sebastian  said  the  plaintiffs  asked  for  an  injunction 
to  restrain  passing-off  and  for  delivery  up. 

Mr.  Cartmell  said  the  plaintiff  asked  for  booklets,  etc. 
This  papier  poudre  was  sold  in  little  cases,  and  what  the 
plaintiffs  really  wanted  was,  he  understood,  the  booklet 
cases. 

Mr.  Sebastian  said  he  did  not  want  the  contents  of 
the  cases. 

His  Lordship  said  it  would  be  delivery  up  of  all  book- 
let cases. 

Mr.  Cartmell  wished  to  say,  on  behalf  of  the  defen- 
dants, that  until  the  action  was  started  they  thought 
Papier  Poudre  had  no  secondary  meaning,  and  was 
simply  an  article  of  commerce.  Investigations  in  the 
course  of  the  action  had  satisfied  them,  however,  that  the 
name  had  acquired  a  secondary  meaning  and  had  become 
identified  with  the  plaintiffs.  Under  these  circumstances 
they  thought  it  right  not  to  contest  the  action. 

His  Lordship  gave  judgment  as  asked. 

The  second  action  was  against  Jarvis  &  Co.,  and  was 
of  the  same  nature. — Mr.  Cartmell  said  he  appeared  for 
Messrs.  Jarvis,  who  were  respectable  chemists,  and  he 
made  the  same  statement  on  their  behalf. — Judgment  was 
given  as  asked. 

The  third  action  was  against  Mr.  A.  W.  Waring, 
chemist,  Bucklersbury,  E.C.  Mr.  Sebastian  said  the  same 
thing  existed  in  this  case.  Counsel  had  been  asked  to 
say  for  the  defendant  that  he  was  quite  a  respectable 
tradesman,  but  he  was  led  into  error. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  actions  were  against  Curtis  &  Co. 
and  John  Timpson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  both  of  which  cases 
the  same  order  was  asked.  The  defendants  did  not 
appear,  and  his  Lordship  made  similar  orders  to  the 
other  cases. 

Sight-Testers'  Responsibilities. 

The  hearing  was  commenced  on  March  14,  before  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice  and  a  special  jury  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division  of  an  action  for  damages  for  alleged  negligence 
brought  against  Mr.  Richard  Thomas,  trading  as  Wood 
Abrahams,  opticians,  24  Market  Street,  Manchester.  The 
plaintiff  was  Mis*  M.  Markham,  Manningham,  near  Brad- 
ford, who  alleged  that  she  consulted  the  defendant 
about  her  eyes  and  he  treated  her  negligently,  giving  her 
improper  glasses,  and  failing  to  inform  her  of  the  fact 
that  her  eyes  were  diseased. 

The  defence  was  that  the  plaintiff  did  not  consult  the 
defendant  nor  did  he  advise  her  with  regard  to  her  eyes.. 
Negligence  was  denied,  and  alternately  defendant  said  he 
did  not  undertake  to  diagnose  any  disease  of  the  eye. 

This  was  the  second  trial  of  the  action,  the  jury  having 
disagreed  at  the  first  hearing  before  Mr.  Justice  Ridley. 
(See  C.  &  D.  October  29,  1910.  p.  650.) 

Sir  Frederick  Low.  K.C.,  for  plaintiff  called  as  witnesses 
Miss  Markham,  Mr.  Charles  Wray,  F.R.C.S.,  Mr.  Harman,' 
F.R.C.S.,  whose  evidence  was  similar  to  what  they  gave^ 
at  the  previous  hearing. 

Mr.  McCall  for  the  defence  called  Mr.  Luther  Enrol- 
(the  assistant),  Air.  Thomas  (the  defendant),  and  the  ease^ 
was  then  adjourned  till  Thursday. 

Before  the  evidence  for  the  defence  was  continued,  on 
Thursday, 

Dr.  Harman.  Harley  Street,  was  recalled. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  asked  him  whether  conical 
cornea,  from  which  the  plaintiff  suffered,  is  a  rare  disease  ''. 
— Witness  said  it  is  comparatively  rare. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  Mr  Thomas  has  said  that  up-, 
to  four  dioptres  he  would  be  justified  in  giving  glasses-' 
to  a  patient,  providing  the  eyes  responded  to  the  test.  Is 
there,    without   any   medical   reason,    any    reason  why 
opticians  should  net  practice  on  that  basis?      I  quite 
understand  that  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing  for  every- 
body  to  go  for  medical  advice  before  seeing  an  optician. — ■ 
Witness  :  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  eye  may  give  per- 
fect vision  with  the  glasses,  yet  there  may  be  disease  at. 
the  same  time  which  would  threaten  blindness,  and,  what 
is  worse,  perh.ips,  grave  brain  trouble. 

Can  you  tell  us  why  the  test  by  the  optician  is  not 
sufficient  '/—That  test  does  not  show  the  condition  of  the- 
eye.  .  31 

*  That  does  involve  a  view    that   no    optician  should' 
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recommend  glasses  without  medical  knowledge  ? — Unless  he 
plainly  tells  the  patient  that  he  had  given  an  opinion  to 
the  best  of  his  knowedge. 

Other  witnesses  for  the  defence  were  then  called,  and 
when  Mr.  Sydney  Stevenson,  F.R.C.S.,  stated  that  reading 
j  would  not  make  conical  cornea  worse,  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  said  that  was  an  important  statement,  as  Mr. 
Wray  had  stated  that  he  would  prohibit  reading  alto- 
gether.    Mr.  Hartridge,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Dr.  W.  J.  Ettles 
I  also  gave  evidence.      Ultimately  the  jury  found  for  the 
S  plaintiff,  with  damages  25/.    Judgment  accordingly,  with 
costs. 

Pharmacy  Acts,  1868  and  1908. 

A  Company  Fined. 

At  the  Liverpool  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  March  14, 
Judge  Thomas  gave  judgment  for  plaintiffs  in  the  action 
brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against  Stephen 
Stephenson,  Liverpool  (1909),  Ltd.,  for  the  recovery  of 
two  penalties  amounting  to  10Z. — 51.  for  having  on  De- 
cember 12,  1910,  contrary  to  the  1868  and  1908  Acts  kept 
;  open  shop  at  98  Kensington,  Liverpool,  for  the  retailing, 
dispensing,  and  compounding  of  a  poison — namely,  mor- 
phine ;  and  a  further  5/.  for  having,  at  98  and  270  Ken- 
sington, illegally  used  or  exhibited  the  name  or  title  of 
''Pharmaceutical  Chemist." 

It  was  stated  in  evidence  for  plaintiff  that  a  purchase  of 
"  Stephenson's  compound  essence  of  horehound,  linseed, 
aniseed,  and  coltsfoot,  with  chlorodyne,"  was  made  at 
No.  98  Kensington,  and  that  the  sale  was  made  by  an 
assistant  named  Blake,  who  was  not  a  registered  and  duly 
qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Evidence  was  also  given 
as  to  the  shop-sign  "Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  used  by 
the  defendant  company. 

For  the  defence  it  was  admitted  that  an  offence  was 
I  committed,  but  it  was  by  the  assistant  Bake,  and  there- 
fore Stephen  Stephenson,  Ltd.,  was  not  the  party  who 
should  have  been  proceeded  against.  Further,,  it  was 
urged  that  the  words  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  "  referred 
to  Mr.  Stephen  Stephenson,  who  is  managing-director 
of  the  company,  and  a  duly  qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  did  not  refer  to  the  company.  Evidence  was 
called  to  show  that  on  the  day  in  question  Mr.  Stephenson 
j  was  called  from  No.  98  to  No.  270,  where  he  employed  a 
qualified  chemist  named  Mr.  T.  Ransome,  and  that  while, 
he  was  away  the  assistant  Bake  sold  the  poison  against 
instructions.  Mr.  Ransome  was  cross-examined  on  this 
point. 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that,  having  re- 
gard to  the  nature  of  Ransome's  cross-examination,  he 
could  not  accept  defendants'  version.  It  was  clear  that 
defendants  were  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poison 
without  having  a  duly-qualified  chemist,  that  the  sale  took 
place  on  their  behalf  by  their  agent.  Bake,  who  was  not  a 
qualified  chemist,  and  that  at  98  Kensington  they  used 
the  title  of  "Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

His  Honour  accordingly  gave  judgment  for  the  two 
penalties,  with  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Boric  Lotion. 

At  Brentford  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Heldmann  (in  the 
chair)  and  other  magistrates,  on  March  14,  Messrs.  W.  A. 
Weston  &  Co.,  8  Sandringham  Parade,  Ealing,  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  on  January  17  boric-acid  lotion  which 
I  was  alleged  to  be  deficient  in  boric  acid  to  the  extent  of 
25.9  per  cent.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  barrieter-at-law, 
prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council, 
and  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  kirby)  de- 
fended on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Mr.  Robinson  explained  that  the  lotion  was  dispensed 
according  to  a  prescription.  He  added  that  he  did  not 
think  any  fraud  was  intended  and  did  not  suggest  that  the 
shortage  was  due  to  any  desire  to  make  an  extra  profit  out 
of  the  transaction,  but  that  it  was  probably  due  to  want  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  dispenser. 

Mr.  P.  C.  Portnell,  the  assistant,  said  that  after  he  had 
dispensed  the  lotion  he  noticed  that  some  crystals  of  boric 
«cid  were  left  undissolved  on  the  cotton-wool  throuoh  which 


he  filtered  the  lotion.  Mr.  Weston  also  gave  evidence  and 
stated  that  during  the  ten  years  he  had  been  in  business  in 
Ealing  he  had  been  sampled  a  number  of  times  and  his 
drugs  had  always  been  found  up  to  standard. 

Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
deficiency  was  due  to  a  pure  accident  on  the  part  of  an 
employe,  and  as  Mr.  Weston  bore  such  a  good  character, 
the  justice  of  the  case  would  be  met  if  the  Bench  dismissed 
the  summons  on  payment  of  the  costs  incurred  (20s.).  This 
was  agreed  to. 

Paregoric  Without  Opium. 
At  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Police  Court  in  Hull 
on  March  15,  William  Martin  Howell,  photographer,  and 
drug-store  proprietor,  Preston  Gate,  Hessle,  was  charged 
with  selling  paregoric  devoid  of  opium.  The  prosecution 
stated  that  the  substance  was  not  paregoric  because  it  con- 
tained no  opium.  When  the  Inspector  explained  why 
the  purchase  had  been  made,  defendant  made  a  grab  for  the 
bottle  and  said,  "  I  am  a  ruined  man  !  What  will  they 
fine  me?  "  Inspector  Bell  said  the  case  had  been  taken  up 
because  the  defendant  had  been  selling  poisons,  and  he 
produced  several  small  bottles  sent  from  the  drug-stores 
labelled  "  Poison."  "  It  is,"  said  the  Inspector,  "danger- 
ous to  the  public  to  allow  such  a  state  of  affairs  to  exist  any 
longer." 

Defendant  pleaded  that  he  had  had  a  lot  of  experience 
in  the  trade. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  sell  poisons  ? — No.  The  Clerk  : 
Then  why  do  you  stick  poison  labels  on  ? — Because  if  a 
big  quantity  of  the  stuff  was  given  it  might  be  dangerous. 
He  was  not  in  a  financial  position  to  qualify  himself,  but 
he  had  studied  as  far  as  circumstances  would  permit. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Bench  would  take  a  lenient  view 
of  the  case  because  defendant  had  acted  in  ignorance.  A 
fine  was  imposed  of  10.?.  6rf.  and  costs.

It  did  not  strike  him  ever  that  he  was  insolvent,  but 
he  had  been  worried  and  pressed  for  money  eighteen  months 
or  two  years  ago.  He  did  not  now  think  he  could  have  paid 
all  his  then  creditors  20s.  in  the  pound  at  that  time,  not  in- 
cluding the  family  debts  of  his  father  and  brother,  etc.  He 
had  never  gambled  or  took  part  in  horse-racing,  and  never 
! betted.  The  debtor  was  allowed  to'  pass,  subject  to  the 
signing  of  notes.

Cross. — At  West  Cottage,  Balgrochan,  Torrance  of 
Campsie.  on  March  1,  Mr.  Robert  Mackenzie  Cross,  aged 
seventy-five.  Mr.  Cross  was  a  gardener,  born  in  Dum- 
barton, and  served  his  apprenticeship  in  the  gardens  of 
Sir  James  Colquhoun,  Bart.,  of  Luss.  In  1860.  through 
the  influence  of  Mr.  Smith,  then  curator  of  the  Royal 
Gardens,  Kew,  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  Dr.  Spruce, 
who  was  associated  with  Sir  Clements  Markham  in  the 
Government  expedition  to  South  America  to  gather  seeds 
and  seedlings  of  cinchona  for  the  Government  plantations 
in  India.  Mr.  Cross  made  several  trip  to  South 
America  for  this  purpose.  The  species  which  he  helped 
to  establish  in  India  were  Cinchona  sucrirubra,  C. 
officinalis,  and  varieties  of  C.  Calisaya  (hard  and  soft 
Colombian  barks).  For  his  services  as  assistant  to  Dr. 
Spruce  he  received,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  two  Govern- 
ment grants  of  300?.  each.  Mr.  Cross  also  rendered  good 
service  in  regard  to  the  actual  cultivation  of  cinchonas 
in  India.  Besides  his  work  on  cinchona,  he  was  one  of 
the  early  pioneers  in  rubber-plant  cultivation.  In  1875 
he  went  to  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  to  collect  seedlings 
of  Castilloa  clastica,  and  in  the  following  year  visited  Para 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  seeds  and  seedlings  of 
Hevea  brasiliensi-s.  After  the  latter  trip  he  retired  to 
Edinburgh,  and  a  few  years  ago  went  to  reside  at  Tor- 
rance of  Campsie.

Mr.  Ferrier  was  born  at 
Arbroath,  Forfarshire,  and 
apprenticed  with  Mr.  John 
Robertson,  of  that  town, 
subsequently  becoming  an 
assistant  with  Mr.  T.  R. 
Lester,  Cork.  He  studied 
for  the  Minor  examination 
with  Mr.  Duncan,  Edin- 
burgh, and  passed  in  April 
1900.

ment as  Principal  several  years  ago,  the  relationship 
between  the  teaching  and  analytical  departments  had  been 
quite  reversed.  Dr.  Muter  then  held  his  present  appoint- 
ments as  public  analyst  to  the  Boroughs  of  Lambeth  and 
Wandsworth,  County  of  Lindsey,  and  Metropolitan 
Asylums  Board.  His  able  co-directors,  Messrs.  A.  H.  M. 
Muter,  F.I.C.,  and  C.  A.  Hackman,  F.I.C,  continued 
the  school  under  their  own  personal  direction,  but 
the  increase  of  private  analytical  practice  rendered 
it  necessary  for  Mr.  Hackman  to  resign  last  year 
in  order  that  he  could  devote  his  whole  time 
to  the  laboratory.  At  the  present  time,  with

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General  Medical  Council. 


A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  in 
London  on  February  27,  Sir  Donald  MacAlister 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Official  notification  was  received 
of  the  appointment  of  the  following  representatives  : 
Mr.  A.  T.  Norton  (the  Apothecaries'  Society),  Sir  Thomas 
Myles  (Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Ireland),  and  Dr.  F. 
Taylor  (University  of  London).  Nineteen  names  were 
restored  to  the  Medical  Register. 

The  Irish  Preliminary. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Ireland  and  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland  wrote  objecting  to 
the  recommendation  that  after  the  year  1913  their  Pre- 
liminary examination  should  be  removed  from  the  list  of 
those  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council.  The 
Colleges  protest  that  this  resolution  was  arrived  at  with- 
out notice  to  the  Colleges  and  without  any  recent  investi- 
gation of  the  methods  or  standard  of  the  examination. 
The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Education  Committee. 

A  number  of  communication/;  were  received  on  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  registration  of  diplomas  in 
tropical  medicine,  and  a  precis  of  these  was  ordered  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Privy  Council. 

Sight-testing. 

The  British  Medical  Association  sent  a  copy  of  a  resolu- 
tion as  follows  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council  : 

"That  it  is  desirable  that  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye.  including  the  estimation  of  refractive 
errors  and  retinoscopy,  should  be  compulsory  subjects  in  every 
medical  curriculum,  and  that  every  student  should  undergo 
a  practical  examination  therein." 

The  Council  directed  that  the  attention  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  he  called  to  a  report  by  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  on  the  subject  of  instruction  in  the  treat- 
ment of  diseases  of  the  eye  which  was  approved  by  the 
Council  last  November. 

The  Dental  Business  of  the  Council  was  mainly  in 
regard  to  a  communication  from  the  Privy  Council 
respecting  the  refusal  of  the  General  Medical  Council  to 
register  as  a  dentist,  a  practitioner  who  had  practised  in 
Brazil  for  forty  years.  The  G.M.C.  pointed  out  that  they 
have  no  power  under  the  Dental  Act  to  register  the  appli- 
cant. 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  in  connec- 
tion with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  shoA'ed  that  the  sur- 
plus balance  to  December  31,  1910,  was  1,349/.  3.s.  2d. 
The  general  expenditure  included  100/.  to  the  Committee 
of  Reference  and  50/.  to  Dr.  Tirard.  During  the  year 
1,113  copies  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  were  sold,  and  38  copies 
of  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum.  The  stock  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  (bound  and  in  sheets)  is  426  copies,  and 
of  the  Addendum  1,835  copies.

The  "Domestic  Difficulties" 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  are  such  that  "reciprocity"  is  not  to  be 
expected  for  two  or  three  years.  Mr.  Cowley  is,  how- 
ever, very  sanguine ;  he  anticipates  that  "  immediately 
their  immediate  domestic  troubles  are  removed  "  they 
will  "proceed  immediately  to  frame  regulations"  for  the 
recognition  of  Australian  certificates,  all  of  which  excellent 
things  will  no  doubt  "immediately"  come  to  pass.  It  is 
often  true  that  the  outsider  sees  most  of  the  game,  and 
therefore  it  need  be  no  surprise  to  us  to  hear  from  Aus- 
tralia such  a  sad  tale  of  domestic  woe ;  even  the  two 
examining  boards  are  diametrically  opposed  on  details, 
and  so  Australia  must  patiently  wait  the  convenience  of 
the  twenty-one  Admirable  Crichtons  who  only  meet  eleven 
times  a  year.  To  judge  from  the  light-hearted  way  in 
which  inquisitive  people  are  snubbed  by  the  officials, 
Bloomsbury  Square  carries  its  load  of  affliction  and  inter- 
nal dissension  with  considerable  composure.  Not  so  long 
ago  one  of  these  gentlemen  politely  told  a  Press  inter- 
viewer that  Queensland  was  only  "a  young  man  in  a 
hurry  "  ! 

The  Tallow  Cartoon 

reprinted  in  your  most  interesting 
article  on  "The  Baltic"  recalls  the  fact  that  compara- 
tively little  Russian  tallow  now  comes  to  this  country. 
At  one  time  the  bulk  of  the  tallow  of  commerce  came 
from  Russia,  and  the  brand  "P.Y.C."  (prime  yellow 
candle)  was  first  used  with  reference  to  the  best  Russian 
tallow.  ^  Nowadays  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  imports 
comes  from  that  country,  the  great  bulk  being  from  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand,  South  America,  and  the  United 
States.  _  All  these  foreign  tallows  are  sent  straight  to  the 
soap-boiler  and  go  directly  into  the  tanks  without  any 
preparation  whatever,  the  cheaper  and  more  discoloured 
qualities  being  used  for  the  production  of  lower-class 
6oaps.  With  home  tallow  the  case  is  quite  different. 
Large  quantities  of  ox  and  sheep  tallow  are  produced 
every  day  in  the  shambles  of  our  great  cities,  and  this  is 
at  once  sent  off  to  the  tallow-chandler.  Fresh  tallow  has 
little  taste  or  smell,  but  it  rapidly  becomes  rancid,  and 
therefore  it  must  be  "rendered  "  or  freed  from  the  animal 
membranes  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  finest  pieces  are 
picked  out  and  subjected  to  sufficient  heat  to  fuse  the 
fatty  matter,  which,  when  collected,  is  called  "premier 
jus."  This  first  quality  of  tallow  is  exported  to  Rotter- 
dam, or  sold  to  British  creameries  for  the  manufacture  of 
margarine.  Of  the  second  quality,  which  is  "kettle 
rendered,"  a  large  quantity  is  used,  mixed  with  oil,  by 
the  chip-potato  and  fried-fish  merchants,  and  the  inferior 
qualities  are  used,  with  imported  tallow,  in  soap-manu- 
facture. 

Are  Concentrated  Infusions 

.       .  less  active  medicinally  than  fresh 

infusions?  The  answer  to  this  question  in  the  negative 
would  be  the  only  effective  argument  against  the  use  of 
the  former.  In  such  a  case  I  would  be  the  last  to  defend 
the  custom,  but  it  is  admitted  by  all  that  the  dilutions  of 
the  concentrated  preparations  are  quite  active,  and  even 
the  General  Medical  Council  sanctions  their  use.  In  face 
of  such  permission  I  would  be  slow  to  censure  pharmacists 
tor  dispensing  such  dilutions  when  fresh  infusions  are  not 
clearly  specified.  The  fact  is  the  average  medical  man 
expects  concentrated  infusions  to  be  used,  and  he  would 
be  quite  surprised  were  his  patient  to  fell  him  that  he  had 
to  wait  half-an-hour  for  his  "bottle"  and  that  it  was 
quite  hot  when  he  did  get  it.  The  use  of  concentrated 
mtusions  by  pharmacists  is  not  regarded  as  a  dereliction 
01  duty.  At  the  worst  it  is  a  venial  action  taken  for  the 
sake  of  convenience  to  all  concerned,  one  of  those  pro-

„  Th,  n\fu6km6  is  a  6imPle  matter  for  phar- 
macists with  high-cJass  businesses,  but  put  these  men  in 


working-class  districts  where  they  have  to  run  a  pharmacy 
single-handed,  and  I  am  quite  sure  they  would  soon  change 
their  tune  about  the  ease  and  quickness  with  which  fresh 
infusions  are  made.  Perhaps  also  they  might  be  disposed 
to  question  the  propriety  of  the  term  were  any  critic  to  say 
that  they  were  guilty  of  laziness. 

Paper  and  String, 

which  are  apparently  supposed  to  cost 
nothing,  are  really  very  important  items  in  every  trades- 
man's accounts,  and  the  public,  who  are  now  so  vocifer- 
ously crying  out  for  net  weight  in  every  little  retail  pur- 
chase, would  probably  be  surprised  to  hear  how  much  is 
spent  upon  them  yearly  by  the  chemist  and  grocer. 
Everyone  who  knows,  even  approximately,  what  this  is  will 
bear  me  out  in  the  assertion  that  it  may  be  the  deter- 
mining factor  in  the  calculation  of  profit  and  loss' on  the 
sale  of  certain  commodities,  and  that  always  it  is  an 
appreciable  drawback.  The  grocer  perhaps  feels  it  more 
than  the  pharmacist,  since,  speaking  generally,  his  rate  of 
profit  is  smaller ;  but  we,  too,  should  find  our  profits 
reduced  if  every  ounce  of  carbonate  of  soda  or  borax  were 
scld  by  net  weight,  and  the  blue  demy,  the  fine  twine, 
the  necessary  label  were  added  gratis.  When  it  is  re- 
membered that  the  scales  in  common  use  require  several 
grains  to  "  draw"  them,  and  that  "bumping  "  weight  is 
invariably  given,  the  meanness  and  injustice  of  the  present 
outcry  become  even  more  apparent.  Many  a  tradesman 
submits  more  or  less  meekly  to  imputations  and  impositions 
from  his  customers — and  those  of  the  "better"  class  are 
frequently  the  worst  offenders — which  he  would  scorn  to  be 
guilty  of  himself.  This  is  not  merely  a  sentimental 
grievance;  we  are  too  often  treated,  not  only  by  the 
public  generally,  but  by  the  law  and  its  administrators,  as 
objects  of  suspicion  at  least;  no  class  of  the  community 
is  so  harried  by  petty  restrictions  and  prying  surveil- 
lance. This  new  demand  upon  us,  should  it  be  legally 
enforced,  will  not  perhaps  to  the  pharmacist  be  very  seri- 
ous in  itself,  but  it  will  be  another  straw  added  to  our 
already  heavy  burdens. 

The  History  of  the  word  "Quina" 

given  by  the  "  Teys- 
mannia,"  if  true,  is  curious  in  several  respects.  It"  is 
curious,  for  instance,  that  a  name  signifying  bark  should 
be  given  to  a  pod  ;  it  is  curious  again  that  neither  the  bark 
itself  nor  the  tree  yielding  it  should,  if  we  may  trust 
ordinary  books  of  reference,  have  been  known  here  by  this 
r.ame  :  and  it  is  not  less  so  that  a  name  signifying  the 
bark  of  barks  should  -ever  have  been  given  to  the  balsam- 
tree  at  all.  In  the  face  of  known  facts  it  is  difficult,  too. 
to  accept  the  idea  of  a  confusion  between  two  such  different 
barks.  To  take  the  main  point  first,  it  is  clear  from 
Withrington,  who  condenses  from  TJrsino  and  other 
writers  who  knew  Peru  well,  that  the  balsam  was  not 
very  highly  esteemed  there  as  a  medicine,  and  was  more 
in  demand  in  Spain  as  a  perfume  than  as  anything  else. 
It  is  certain  that  the  difference  between  the  barks  yielding 
respectively  balsam  of  Peru  and  Jesuit's  Powder  was 
understood  very  soon  after  the  introduction  of  the  latter 
into  Europe.  Lemery  places  this  in  1649,  but  it  was  a 
little  earlier.  The  first  known  occurrence  of  the  name 
"kinkina"  in  English  is  in  1656,  when  Sir  Kenelm  Digbv 
says  expressly  that  it  is  given  by  the  Spaniards  to  Jesuit's 
bark,  and  since  both  the  balsam  and  cinchona  were  well 
known  to  the  Spaniards,  both  in  America  and  in  Europe, 
confusion  between  them  on  their  part  was  unlikely.  The 
balsam-tree  itself  was  introduced  into  Spain,  for  Gerard 
obtained  seeds  from  specimens  in  the  royal  gardens  at 
Madrid  from  which  he  raised  plants  in  his  own  garden. 
He,  following  Clusius,  calls  the  tree  "  Molli,"  a  name  which 
occurs  also  in  Withrington  as  that  of  a  well-known  tree, 
though  he  does  not  say  that  it  is  the  source  of  the  balsam.' 
Lemery,  again,  describes  both  the  tree  yielding  balsam 
and  the  cinchona  in  quite  distinct  terms  ;  he  does  not  give 
the  name  of  the  former  or  mention  its  pods,  it  is  simply  the 
source  of  balsam.  The  cinchona  he  calls  "  kina-kina," 
"China  China,"  and  so  on  through  {he  whole  gamut  of 
variants^  Altogether  one  is  inclined  to  ask  the  "  Teys- 
mannia"  for  a  little  more  detail  before  a^ceptino-  its  evi- 
dence as  conclusive.

Shops  Bill. 


The  Home  Office  Bill  to  "  consolidate,  amend,  and  extend 
the  Shops  Regulation  Acts,  1892  to  1904,"  has  been  pub- 
lished this  week.  It  consists  of  four  parts  and  three  sche- 
dules.   The  parts  are  : 

I.  Hours  of  Employment  of  Shop-assistants  (three  clauses). 

II.  Closing  of  Shops  (eight  clauses). 

III.  Seating  and  Ventilation  (two  clauses). 

IV.  General  (fourteen  clauses). 

The  Bill  of  last  session  contained  the  same  number  of  parts, 
twenty-nine  clauses  and  two  schedules.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  the  general  objects  of  that  Bill  were  (1)  to  limit 
the  number  of  hours  in  which  assistants  in  retail  shops 
might  be  employed,  (2)  to  provide  for  reasonable  and  sound 
sanitary  conditions  for  their  employment,  and  (3)  to  pro- 
vide for  the  closing  of  shops  at  specified  hours  daily  and 
on  a  half-holiday  once  a  week.  The  compulsory  provisions 
as  to  closing  are  abandoned  in  the  new  Bill,  which  reverts 
to  the  existing  conditions  under  which  local  authorities 
liave  power,  on  the  application  of  shopkeepers  in  the  dis- 
trict, to  close  the  shops  at  specified  hours,  if  two-thirds  of 
the  shopkeepers  agree,  but  introduces  a  new  method  of 
instituting  closing  orders — viz.,  institution  by  the  Home 
Secretary  "on  the  representation  of  local  authorities  or 
otherwise  "  of  local  inquiries  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
ind  facilitating  early  closing.  This  provision  will  enable 
shopkeepers  in  any  locality  to  apply  direct  to  the  Home 
Office.  Occasionally  local  authorities  are  chiefly  shop- 
keepers, and  their  competitors  may  not  desire  to  approach 
them.  The  provisions  limiting  the  employment  of  shop- 
issistants  remain  in  the  new  Bill  with  various  additions. 
1'hus  Clause  1  provides  : 

(1)  A  shop-assistant  shall  not,  save  as  otherwise  provided 
:">y  this  Act,  be  employed  about  the  business  of  a  shop  for  more 
than  sixty  hours  (exclusive  of  meal-times)  in  any  week,  and 
in  one  week-day  in  the  week  he  shall  not  be  employed  after 
I  o'clock  in.  the  afternoon. 

The  italicised  portion  was  not  in  last  year's  Bill.  The 
intervals  for  meals  are  mentioned  in  a  schedule  iiis.fc  as 
last  year,  with  the  addition  that  not  less  than  >inlf-an-hour 
shall  be  allowed  for  the  midday  meal  between  11  a.m.  and 
5  p.m.  In  last  year's  Bill  overtime  was  allowed  to  the 
extent  of  thirty  hours  in  a  calendar  year,  but  rot  more 
than  two  hours  on  any  day.  In  the  new  Bill  sixty  hours 
is  allowed,  without  a  daily  limit  of  two  hours,  but  "such 
smployment  shall  not  be  reckoned  as  employment  for  the 
purposes  of  the  limitations  of  the  hours  of  employment 
imposed  by  this  Act."  Further,  males  under  sixteen  and 
;emales  under  eighteen  who  work  overtime  must  not  work 
nore  than  fourteen  hours  on  any  one  day.  In  addition 
issistants  may  be  employed  fifteen  hours  more  in  overtime 
luring  a  year  if  they  get  one  week's  holiday  a 
year  with  full  pay,  and  thirty  hours,  if  they  get  two  weelcs' 
holiday  with  full  pay.  These  provisions  were  foreshadowed 
ay  Mr.  Churchill  last  autumn,  and  their  application  must 
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be  considered  with  the  following  definitions  given  in 
Clause  24  : 

The  expression  "  shop-assistant  "  means  any  person  mainly 
employed  in  a  shop  in  connection  with  the  serving  of  cus- 
tomers or  the  receipt  of  orders  or  the  despatch  of  goods,  but 
shall  not  include  a  person  so  employed—  _ 

(a)  if  he  is  the  only  person  regularly  employed  in  the 

shop  and  is  a  member  oi  the  family  of  the  occupier  of  the 

shop,  maintained  by  him.  and  dwelling  in  a  building  of 

which  the  shop  forms  part  or  to  which  the  shop  is  attached ; 

•or  .  .  , 

(6)  if  he  is  the  manager  of  the  shop  and  is  not  mainly 

employed  in  serving  customers;  or 

(c)  if  he  is  casually  or  intermittently  employed  for  not 

more  than  thirty  hours  in  a  iccck. 
The  italicised  words  are  new.  Sub-clause  (a)  was  in  the 
last  Bill,  but  in  a  different  form.  A  chemist  who  has  a 
son  or  daughter  in  his  employment  and  an  apprentice  or 
assistant  as  well  must  not  employ  the  son  or  daughter  be- 
yond the  times  laid  down  in  the  Bill.  Sub-clause  (b) 
has  been  inserted  to  meet  the  objection  of,  inter  alios, 
■chemists  and  druggists  that  in  the  case  of  branch  shops 
carried  on  under  the  condition  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  Section  3,  where  the  owner  is  required  to 
have  a  qualified  man  in  charge,  the  object  of  the  section 
would  be  defeated  were  not  some  exemption  made  as  re- 
gards such  individuals.  It  will  not  do  what  objecting 
chemists  desire.  The  clause  in  last  year's  Bill  applying 
the  provisions  to  chemists  was  divided  into  two — one  being 
as  follows  : 

(1)  Where  the  sale  of  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical 
appliances  is  carried  on  in  any  shop,  so  much  of  Part  I.  of 
this  Act  as  prohibits  the  employment  of  a  person  after 
8  o'clock  in  the  evening  on  more  than  three  days  in  the 
week  shall  not  apply  as  respects  -shop-assistants  employed  for 
the  purpose  of  such  sale. 

'This  is  deleted.  The  second  part  is  repeated,  as  f  ollows, 
the  italicised  words  being  new  : 

Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  customers  being  served 
with  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical  .appliances  at  any  time 
when  the  shop  in  which  they  are  sold  is  required  to  be  closed 
under  Part  I.  of  this  Act  or  on  Sunday,  or  shall  prevent  a 
shop-assistant  serving  customers  with  medicines  or  medical 
or  surgical  appliances  at  a  time  when  the  shop  is  closed, 
notwithstanding  that  he  may  be  employed  for  the  purpose 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Part  I.  of  this  Act. 

These  are  the  provisions  which  directly  affect  chemists. 
Indirectly  they  will  be  affected  by  Clause  11  of  the  Bill, 
which  is  an  expansion  of  the  1910  one  : 


1910 

Where  a  shop  is  exempted 
from  any  of  the  provisions  cf 
this  Part  of  this  Act  or  a 
closing-order  made  there- 
under on  the  g-ound  that  it 
is  a  shop  in  which  a  trade  or 
business  mentioned  in  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  A  ct  is 
carried  on,  and  other  trades 
or  businesses  to  which  the  ex- 
emption dees  not  apply  are 
carried  on  in  the  same  shop, 
the  exemption  does  not  ex- 
tend to  such  other  trades  or 
businesses,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  conditions  as  may 
be  imposed  by  regulations 
made  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  or  by  the  closing-order. 


1911. 

(1)  Where  several  trades  or 
businesses  are  carritd  on  in 
the  same  shop,  and  any  of 
those  trades  or  businesses  are 
of  such  a  nature  that,  if  they 
were  the  only  trades  or  busi 
nesses  carried  on  in  tin  shop 
a  closing-order  would  not 
apply  to  the  shop,  rhe  shop 
may  notwithstanding  the  clos- 
ing order  be  kept  open  foi 
the  purposes  of  those  trades 
and  businesses  alone,  subject, 
however  to  such  conditions 
as  may  be  imposed  by  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  or  by  the  closing- 
order. 

(2)  Where  several  trades  or 
businesses  are  carried  on  in 
the  same  shop,  no  such  trade 
or  business  shall,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the 
majority  under  this  Part  of 
this  Act,  be  considered  as 
carried  on  in  the  shop  unless 
i  he  occupier  of  the  shop 
satisfies  the  local  authority 
that  such  trade  or  business 
forms  a  substantia!  part  of 
the  business  carried  on  in  the 
shop. 


The  second  part  of  the  1911  clause  will  be  rather  hard 
upon  chemists  in  several  departments.  We  take  one  only, 
soap,  which  has  been  held  not  to  be  medicine,  or  a  medical 
or  surgical  appliance.  Suppose  it  is  regarded  as  a  grocer's 
article,  Sub-clause  2  may  prevent  a  chemist  voting  with  the 
grocers,  yet  permit  the  grocers'  vote  to  prevent  chemists 
selling  soap  when  they  are  shut,  because  their  vote  has 
brought  into  being  a  closing-order.  This  is  not  fair,  and 
the  fact  appears  to  be  anticipated  by  Clause  19,  which  is  as 
follows  : 

(1)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  make  regulations — (a)  for 
prescribing  anything  which  under  this  Act  is  to  be  prescribed  ; 
and  (b)  as  to  the  manner  and  places  in  which  notices  are  to 
be  affixed  in  shops ;  and  (c)  as  to  the  classification  of  shops 
and  trades  and  the  mode  of  ascertaining  the  opinion  of 
occupiers  of  shops ;  and  (d)  as  to  conduct  of  local  inquiries 
and  matters  incidental  thereto;  and  (e)  as  to  the  procedure 
for  obtaining  the  revocation  or  amendment  of  a  closing- 
order  ;  and  (/)  generally  for  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  and  for  securing  its  enforcement. 

(2)  The  regulations  may  provide  for  giving  to  the  occupier 
of  a  shop  in  which  several  trades  or  businesses  are  carried 
cn  votes  in  respect  of  each  such  trade  or  business,  but 
(except  where  such  trades  and  businesses  are  carried  on  in 
separate  departments)  discriminating  between  the  value  of 
any  such  vote  and  the  vote  of  an  occupier  of  a  shop  in  which 
only  one  such  trade  or  business  is  carried  on. 

Provisions  (b)  and  (c)  and  Sub-clause  (2)  are  new.  Chem- 
ists and  druggists  have  such  varied  stocks  that  they  will  be 
affected  by  numerous  closing  orders,  and  they  require  some 
assistance  by  liberal  treatment  in  this  matter  of  classifica- 
tion. The  trades  and  businesses  exempted  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  as  to  Sunday  closing  are  mentioned  in 
the  second  schedule  thus  : 

Part  I. 

1.  The  sale  by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  consump- 
tion on  or  off  the  premises. 

2.  The  sale  of  refreshments,  including  the  business  carried 
on  at  a  railway  refreshment-room. 

3.  The  sale  of  motor  and  cycle  accessories  to  travellers. 

4.  The  sale  of  newspapers. 

Part  II.  (subject  to  any  order  made  under  this  Act). 

1.  The  sale  of  bread  before  10  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

2.  The  sale  of  sweetmeats  and  other  confectioner}'. 

3.  The  sale  of  fresh  milk  and  cream. 

4.  The  sale  of  tobacco  and  other  smokers'  requisites. 

5.  The  business  of  a  barber  or  hairdresser  before  2  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  railway  bookstalls  are  no  longer 
included  in  these  exemptions.  The  Bill  is  down  for  second 
reading  on  March  31,  but  Mr.  Bottomley  is  to  move 
its  rejection.  It  is  not  improbable  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
will  be  the  centre  of  a  group  of  shopkeeping  representatives 
in  the  House  of  Commons  who  will  endeavour  to  reduce 
the  measure  to  a  workable  condition  if  that  be  possible,  but 
there  is  a  general  feeling  against  it  being  pushed  to  enact- 
ment this  Sefsion,  because  many  of  the  provisions  are  novel, 
and  some  of  them  are  more  academic  than  practical. 


Liquorice-juice. 

It  is  an  open  secret  that  the  trade  in  adulterated  liquorice- 
juice  has  assumed  very  large  proportions  and  calls  for 
some  attention  by  the  administrators  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts.  Certain  Continental  countries  which  do 
not  grow  liquorice-root  import  liquorice-pastes,  which  are 
not  edible  on  account  of  their  bitterness,  and  add  large 
quantities  of  foreign  matter,  mould  the  product  into 
sticks,  brand  them  with  Italian  or  Spanish  names,  and 
sell  them  in  the  London  market.  The  extent  to  which 
this  adulteration  has  grown  was  indicated  by  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parry  in  a  communication  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  a 
year  ago.  Since  then  the  article  has  been  closely  watched, 
and  it  is  probable  that  before  long  proceedings  will  be 
instituted  with  the  object  of  stopping  the  sale  of  grossly 
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adulterated  liquorice-juice.  The  character  of  the 
adulterant,  which  has  hitherto  given  much  difficulty  to 
those  chemists  who  have  specially  investigated  the  matter, 
is  now  known,  and  the  position  of  the  purists  in  this 
question  has  been  materially  strengthened  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  In  the  current  issue  of  the  "  Archiv  der 
Pharmazie  "  (249,  2)  there  is  an  important  contribution  to 
the  subject  by  E.  Eriksson.  After  drawing  attention  to 
the  adulteration  of  liquorice-juice  and  reviewing  the  early 
work  on  the  subject,  he  comments  upon  Mr.  Parry's  article, 
and  states  that  he  has  examined  the  methods  of  analysis 
proposed  by  him,  and  finds  that  they  yield  very  concordant 
results.  He  reproduces  the  methods  fully,  and  points 
out  that  Mr.  Parry  is  the  first  to  propose  the  direct  estima- 
tion of  the  glycyrrhizin  by  weighing  it  as  such,  instead  of 
as  a  barium  or  potassium  salt.  He  has.  further,  investi- 
gated the  decomposition  of  glycyrrhizin  indicated  by  the 
researches  of  Tschirch,  who  showed  that,  on  hydrolysis, 
this  body  yields  glucusonic  acid,  which,  being  of  an 
aldehydic  nature,  reduces  Fehling's  solution.  On  this  fact 
he  bases  a  new  method  for  the  determination  of  the 
glycyrrhizin.  The  process  for  estimating  the  three 
important  constituents  of  liquorice-juice — viz.,  glycyr- 
rhizin, the  glucoses,  and  the  saccharoses — is  briefly  as 
follows  : 

The  glycyrrhizin  is  precipitated  from  an  aqueous  solution 
of  the  juice  by  sulphuric  acid,  collected,  inverted,  and  the 
resulting  inversion-products  measured  by  titration  with 
Fehling's  solution,  from  which  the  glycyrrhizin  can  be 
calculated.  In  the  filtrate  the  invert  sugars  (glucose)  can 
be  determined  by  reduction  of  Fehling's  solution  in  the 
cold  for  fifteen  hours,  and  the  filtrate  from  the  copper 
oxide  i6  then  boiled  with  more  Fehling's  solution,  which  is 
reduced  in  three  minutes  by  the  saccharoses  present  in 
liquorice- juice.  The  following  figures  are  of  value,  since 
they  were  determined  on  pure,  dried  liquorice-roo£s  and 
samples  of  liquorice-y'ince  of  absolute  authenticity  :

We  are  informed  that  the  adulterant  which  is  being 
used  to  so  great  an  extent  is  a  special  form  of  inverted 
sugar,  which  is  easily  traced.  The  above  figures  confirm 
this  statement,  and  are  even  more  exacting  than  those 
obtained  by  Mr.  Parry  and  given  in  his  C.  db  D. 
paper.  It  follows  that  there  should  be  no  diffi- 
culty in  setting  up  a  standard  for  liquorice- juice,  nor  of 
proving  by  chemical  evidence  whether  a  given  sample 
contains  added  sugar  or  not.  There  has  been  some  doubt  in 
analytical  circles  as  to  the  possibility  of  laying  down  a 
standard  for  sugar  in  the  juice,  but  it  is  apparent  from 
the  above  figures  that  this  doubt  cannot  be  justified,  and 
that  anyone  conversant  with  the  analysis  of  liquorice-juice 
can  easily  tell  (1)  when  a  juice  is  pure,  (2)  when  it  is 
adulterated,  and  (3)  when  its  composition  places  it  in  a 
doubtful  category. 

Dividing  Examinations. 

Various  examining  bodies  have  been  seeking  after  more 
natural  divisions  of  examinations,  and  the  majority  are 
finding  a  true  solution  in  separating  the  theoretical  from 


the  practical  or  technical  portion  of  the  examination.  The 
latest  instance  is  the  examination  in  dental  surgery  of  the- 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  London,  the  regulations  for 
which  were  altered  on  March  9  so  as  to  allow  mechanical ' 
dentistry  and  metallurgy  to  be  taken  separately.  The, 
principle  is  one  which  we  have  suggested  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  should  apply  to  the  Minor  Examination. 

The  Sale  of  Medicinal  Wines. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  appeal  in  the  Manchester 
"  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  "  case  is  not  to  be  proceeded 
with.  The  chief  reason  given  is  something  new  in  the 
Licensing  Consolidation  Act,  but  that  Act  does  not  apply, 
as  the  offence,  if  any,  was  conjmitted  before  the  Act  came 
into  force.  There  is  nothing  in  the  ne,w  Act  which  leads 
us  to  alter  the  view  which  we  have  repeatedly  expressed, 
that  the  sale  of  "  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  "  (or  any  other 
wine  properly  medicated  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise)  without  a  wine  licence  by  a  duly 
qualified  chemist  and  druggist  is  not  an  offence  against 
the  licensing  laws.  We  presume  that  in  the  event  of  any 
other  action  similar  to  the  Manchester  one  being  taken  by 
local  authorities,  such  a  defence  will  be  made  as  will  en- 
sure a  better  case  being  stated  for  the  consideration  of  the 
higher  Courts.  We  should  be  glad  if  any  retailer  who  is 
threatened  will  communicate  with  us.  It  is  desirable  that 
a  proper  case  should  be  defended  on  behalf  of  the  whole 
trade,  and  the  Drug  Act  Appeal  Fund  exists  for  such 
matters. 

The  Medical  Register. 

The  1911  edition  of  "  The  Medical  Register,"  which  has 
been  issued  this  week  by  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  &  Co.  Ltd. 
(10.?.  6d.),  shows  that  there  are  registered  40,483  medical 
men,  which  is  the  high-water  mark,  and  contrasts  with 
39,983,  the  average  of  the  last  five  years.  The  exceptional 
figure  is  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  names  removed 
from  the  Register  through  death  or  other  causes  were  fewer 
than  in  any  of  the  preceding  twelve  years.  This  number 
(591)  is  only  about  a  third  of  what  it  was  in  the  previous 
year  (1688),  but  the  last-named  figure  was  exceptional 
owing  to  a  special  revision  which  took  place  in  1909. 
The  Register  contains,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names 
of  all  persons  entitled  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  with  their  addresses,  dates  of 
registration,  and  registrable  qualifications.  At  the  end 
are  short  lists  containing  the  names  of  medical  men  who 
are  registered  on  the  strength  of  Colonial  or  foreign  quali- 
fications. The  book  has  1777  pages,  and  is  a  useful  refer- 
ence-work for  the  pharmacy. 

Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics. 

The  "British  Medical  Journal"  is  concerned  about  the 
theoretical  tendency  of  present-day  pharmacology  and 
therapeutics.  One  of  its  reviewers,  in  dealing  with  the 
fifth  edition  of  Professor  Cushny's  book,  says  : 

"We  cannot  close  the  book  without  feeling  how  great 
would  be  the  advantage  to  medicine  if  such  an  authority  as 
Professor  Cushny  could  be  provided  with  access  to  the  wards- 
of  a  hospital,  so  that  his  profound  pharmacological  know- 
ledge should  receive  more  of  the  clinical  'salt,'  which  could 
not  fail  to  render  it  the  more  serviceable." 
This  review  apparently  inspired  the  first  editorial  article, 
in  which  the  neglect  of  practical  therapeutics  in  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  British  medical  student  is  deplored.  The 
writer  incidentally  remarks  : 

"  Pharmaceutical  teaching  in  our  universities  and  colleges 
is  lamentably  inadequate,  and  nine  men  out  of  ten  graduate 
with  the  most  insufficient  knowledge  of  a  branch  of  their  art 
which  to  no  small  extent  affects  success  in  practice.  Ineir 
information  must  be  gained  from  experience  and  reading 
after  they  have  exchanged  the  quadrangle  for  the  consulting- 
room." 
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This  condition  has  been  obvious  to  pharmacists  for  many 
years,  and  the  results  are  reflected  in  many  of  the  pre- 
scriptions which  they  are  called  upon  to  dispense ;  but  it 
must  be  said  that  until  comparatively  recently  it  was  quite 
fashionable  in  medical  circles,  to  decry  the  work  of  the 
therapeutist  as  being  old-womanish  and  out  of  date,  and  to 
elevate  the  importance  of  the  study  of  pharmacology.  We 
are  glad  to  know  that  the  fashion  is  going  out,  and  that 
people  in  "  high  places,"  who  can  lead  opinion,  realise 
that  bedside  practice  in  regard  to  the  action  of  drugs  is 
at  least  of  equal  importance  in  the  treatment  of  disease  as 
laboratory  experiments. 

Cocaine  in  India. 

The  '"Advocate  of  India"  states  that  the  illicit  traffic 
in  cocaine  is  now  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
Bombay  Government,  who  are  endeavouring  to  find  fresh 
ways  and  means  of  getting  at  the  offenders.  In  the  last 
report  of  the  Excise  Department  for  1909-10,  attention 
is  called  to  the  efforts  of  the  Excise  staff  to  stop  the 
traffic,  and  the  difficulty  which  arises  from  the  fact 
that  under  the  Abkari  law  as  it  stands  the  transport 
and  possession  of  cocaine  cannot  be  absolutely  pro- 
hibited. As  the  present  limit  of  6  grains  is  con- 
sidered to  be  too  large  and  to  afford  ample  scope 
for  smuggling,  the  Excise  would  like  to  see  the  law 
amended,  reducing  the  quantity  to  the  fraction  of  a 
grain,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  something  will  be  done  in 
this  direction.  Such  an  amendment,  it  is  suggested, 
would  do  something  to  stop  the  street-hawking  of  cocaine 
which  is  rampant  in  four  districts  of  Bombay.  Another 
point  to  which  attention  is  drawn  is  the  inadequacy  of  the 
punishment  meted  out  to  offenders,  who  are  usually  let  off 
with  a  small  fine  or  a  week's  imprisonment.  During  1910 
the  quantity  of  cocaine  seized  in  Bombay  was  1,166  oz. 
468  gr.,  and  the  amount  of  reward  paid  out  was  Rs.  5,277. 
The  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  chemists 
and  druggists  and  qualified  medical  practitioners  in  Bom- 
bay for  the  sale  of  oocaine  for  bona- fide  medical  purposes 
was  422,  against  372  in  the  previous  year.  The  quantity 
of  cocaine  imported  during  the  year  was  66  lb.  4  dr., 
against  56  lb.  9  oz.  in  the  previous  year ;  the  quantity  sold 
in  the  Bombay  Presidency  was  39  lb.  3  oz.  4  dr.,  against 
42  lb.  7  oz.  in  the  previous  year.  These  are  the  "  official  " 
figures,  and  represent  the  medicinal  consumption  only. 
Some  very  large,  transactions  in  the  alkaloid  have  lately 
taken  place  on  the  London  and  German  markets  for  export  , 
both  from  makers'  and  dealers'  hands. 


Spring  Advertising.

SPRING  is  the  season  of  promise ;  there  is  a  feeling  of 
anticipation  in  the  air ;  everybody  is  planning  for  the 
future.  Therefore  it  behoves  the  progressive  chemist 
and  druggist  to  be  up  and  doing,  sowing  the  seed  of  future 
business,  but  being  careful  to  plant  only  the  kind  that 
bears  results.  The  seed  which  contains  the  germ  of  success 
for  the  wide-awake  chemist  and  druggist  is  advertising, 
and  now  is  the  time  to  plant  it. 

Spring  advertising  must,  so  to  speak,  reflect  the  season's 
atmosphere ;  it  must  be  attractive  in  appearance,  cheerful 
in  tone,  progressive  in  character.  Dull,  dry,  pointless 
advertisements  are  futile  at  any  season,  but  in  the  spring 
they  seem  doubly  dismal  and  ineffectual.  Spring  is  the 
season  of  Tenewal ;  Nature  has  set  the  example,  why  not 
follow  her  lead '!  To  renew  your  advertising-contract  is 
not  sufficient,  the  advertisements  must  be  renewed  as  well 
and  reanimated  in  the  spirit  sketched  above.  Stale  adver- 
tisements that  have  had  their  day  should  not  be  altered 


but  entirely  reconstructed.  Remember.  "Other  times, 
other  ways."  Tell  the  same  old  tale  if  you  must,  but 
relate  it  differently. 

Illustrations  help  to  make  your  story  more  graphic. 
Here  is  an  example  of  this  which  I  saw  the  other  day  : 
"  A  Touch  of  Spring  in  the  Air"  was  the  headline.  The 
picture  represented  a  young  girl  gazing  out  from  a  back- 
ground of  trees  and  flowers.  It  was  admirably  drawn,  the 
picture  giving  an  impression  of  hope  and  youth.  "  What 
has  this  to  do  with  my  business  ? "  asks  the  severely 
practical  man;  "I  am  selling  perfumes  and  spring 
medicines,  not  pretty  girls."  How  can  you  be  so  short- 
sighted ?  Representatitons  of  beauty  have  advertising 
value,  for  beauty  appeals  to  everybody ;  associate  beauty 
with  an  idea  and  the  two  will  often  make  a  sale.  The 
reason  for  this  is  too  much  a  question  of  psychology  to  be 
dealt  with  here ;  but  it  must  be  admitted  by  even  the  most 
sceptical  that  pictures  of  a  beautiful  woman,  child,  or  scene 
have  a  distinct  advertising  value,  or  else  why  do  the 
shrewdest  advertisers  pay  fabulous  sums  to  artists  to  pro- 
vide them  with  the  aforementioned  illustrations  ?  We  are 
told  by  the  poet  that  "  In  the  Spring  a  young  man's  fancy 
lightly  turns  to  thoughts  of  love."  This  may  be  true  of 
the  woman  as  well,  and  perhaps  this  is  why  that  at  this 
time  of  the  year  her  thoughts  turn  to  beautifying  herself, 
and  all  preparations  that  tend  to  accomplish  this  have  a 
large  sale  at  this  season.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  in 
the  spring  special  efforts  should  be  made  to  push  face- 
creams,  powders,  and  other  complexion  specialities.  This 
is  the  bright  side  of  the  picture,  but  like  every  light  it 
has  its  shadow.  Spring  brings  to  many  a  feeling  of 
lassitude,  together  with  aching  feet,  torpid  liver,  tired 
limbs,  etc.  The  public  are  therefore  at  this  season  in  a 
mood  to  pay  heed  to  the  advertiser  who  dwells  on  these 
subjects  in  a  sympathetic  way  and  who  suggests  appro- 
priate remedies. 

It  is  now  that  the  careful  housewife  is  apprehensive 
regarding  the  safety  of  her  household  draperies  and  furni- 
ture as  well  as  of  her  personal  belongings,  such  as  furs  and 
flannels.  The  ubiquitous  moth  haunts  her  mind.  It  is 
obvious  that  here  is  another  chance  for  the  chemist  not 
only  to  sell  moth-preventive,  but  to  create  a  good  im- 
pression by  allaying  her  fears.  Disinfectants  at  this  season 
seem  to  be  in  special  demand ;  in  fact,  many  country 
chemists  who  keep  furniture-polishes,  etc.,  will  find  that 
a  booklet  or  folder  describing  their  merits  and  containing 
some  useful  household  hints  will  bring  results  far  out  of 
proportion  to  the  amount  invested.  The  average  house- 
keeper is  glad  to  be  helped  by  suggestions  in  the  daily  war 
which  she  wages  with  dust  and  smuts.  She  is  a  great 
experimentalist,  but  has  by  now  acquired  a  thorough  con- 
tempt for  samples  which  are  presented  in  a  slovenly 
manner.  Her  taste  has  been  educated  in  this  respect ; 
therefore,  if  you  send  her  samples,  be  sure  that  they  are 
attractively  packed,  or  else  you  do  yourself  more  harm 
than  good. 

School-children  as  well  as  infants  require  tonics  at  this 
period  of  the  year.  Mothers  might  be  appealed  to  on  this 
subject.  Sometimes  the  children  themselves  can  be  ap- 
proached by  means  of  an  attractive  postcard  with  the 
promise  of  another  if  they  call  on  a  specified  day  and  buy 
a  special  remedy.  Naturally  this  method  would  only 
work  among  the  poorer  classes  where  children  are  sent 
on  errands.  Children  are  persistent  little  folk,  and  once 
they  get  the  idea  that  they  want  to  go  to  a  certain  shop, 
parents  are  apt  to  acquiesce.-  Sales  may  sometimes  be 
effected  in  this  way. 

Window-dressing  is  an  important  advertising  aid,  and 
should  reflect  the  spirit  of  spring.  Many  manufacturers 
pack  their  soaps,  perfumes,  etc.,  in  flowered  boxes.  These, 
together  with  a  few  inexpensive  paper  flowers,  make  an 
effective  display  for  the  spring. 

Photographic  goods,  together  with  photographs  of 
topical  or  local  interest,  will  attract  attention ;  and  even 
the  optician  need  not  feel  that  he  is  left  out  in  the  cold, 
for  at  this  season  field-glasses  are  in  demand  for  races, 
etc.,  and  smoked  or  blue  glasses  for  the  seaside  will  soon 
be  required.  An  advertising  word  in  season  brings  results 
to  all. 

Spring,  as  has  been  said  before,  is  the  time  most  advan- 
tageous "for  sowing  the  seed  of  future  business. 
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Patent-medicine  Advertising. 

AN  admirable  series  of  lectures  on  "  Advertising  as 
a  Career"  is  being  given  weekly  at  the  Polytechnic 
Institute,  Regent  Street,  London,  W. ,  by  Mr.  William 
Whitebrook.  These  lectures  are  mainly  intended  to  edu- 
ing  agents,  advertising  managers,  or  general  advertising 
with  a  view  to  their  taking  up  positions  in  life  as  advertis- 
ing agents,  advertising  managers,  or  general  advertising 
experts.  On  Tuesday  evening,  March  14,  Mr.  White- 
brook's  subject  was  "  Patent  Medicine  Advertising,"  and 
some  of  his  remarks  may  be  not  uninteresting  to  pharma- 
cists. 

He  told  his  audience  that  patent-medicine  advertising 
does  not  necessarily  deal  with  publicity  regarding  pills  and 
potions  only.  It  is  a  specific  branch  of  advertising  that 
everyone  in  the  audience  would  probably  have  to  deal  with 
who  made  advertising  his  or  her  career,  and  it  includes  the 
advertising  of  everything  appertaining  to  health.  Even  a 
corset  so  made  as  "  to  secure  proper  expansion  of  the  lungs  " 
and  an  article  "  that  did  not  constrict  the  various  organs 
of  the  body"  could  only  be  marketed  by  what  is  known 
as  patent-medicine  advertising.  A  patent-medicine  adver- 
tiser has  to  consider  three  things  :  (1)  What  is  his  health, 
(2)  What  is  ill-health?  and  (3)  What  is  his  particular 
remedy  going  to  do  to  counteract  ill-health?  Dealing  with 
the  advertising  of  pills,  Mr.  Whitebrook  made  the  peculiar 
statement  that  not  a  single  advertiser  has  ever  yet  told 
the  public  how  to  take  pills.  With  a  great  many  people 
there  is  a  difficulty  in  swallowing  a  pill,  but  an  easy  and 
effective  way  is  to  place  the  pill,  or  pills,  underneath  the 
tongue  and  then  take  a  drink  of  water.  By  this  method, 
he  said,  pills  arc  bound  to  be  swallowed. 

Referring  to  mixtures  (by  which  he  apparently  meant 
anything  liquid),  Mr.  Whitebrook  said  that  the  advertiser 
has  always  two  valuable  things  to  go  upon.  These  are, 
that  the  preparation  is  either  "  palatable  "  or  "  delicious." 
This  is  rather  difficult  in  some  cases,  and  he  instanced  a 
certain  medicinal  preparation  which  he  had  advertised 
and  which  he  said  "looked  and  tasted  like  furniture- 
polish."  On  the  other  hand,  Guy's  Tonic  is  quite  nice, 
and  one  City  chemist  of  his  acquaintance  actually  made 
a  preparation  on  similar  lines  to  Guy's  Tonic  and  retailed  it 
as  a  summer  drink  with  aerated  water. 

With  regard  to  the  use  of  testimonials  in  patent  medi- 
cines, Mr.  Whitebrook  was  of  opinion  that  these  are  going 
down  in  value,  and  that  the  day  is  coming  when  patent 
medicine.--,  will  be  advertised  on  their  own  merits  without 
resort  to  testimonials.  He  was  iiarticularly  strong  on  the 
uselessness  of  testimonials  from  nurses. 

Passing  on  to  "  Bea.uty  Culture,"  Mr.  Whitebrook  inti- 
mated that  this  is  a  more  difficult  proposition,  and  one  has 
to  be  very  careful.  The  line  to  go  upon  is  to  suggest  de- 
fects of  ugliness  without  allowing  the  reader  to  infer  that 
she  herself  is  personally  inflicted,  and  the  safest  way  to  go 
|about  this  is  to  write  indirectly  in  some  such  manner  as 
this  : 

"You  may  not  have  noticed  that  a  friend  of  yours  is 
afflicted  with  spots,  blemishes,  etc.,  on  the  face  and  hands," 

and  then  go  on  by  these  indirect  methods  to  suggest  that 
it  would  be  to  somebody  else's  benefit  to  use  your  prepara- 
tion. 

The  lecturer  denounced  root  and  branch  the  dentistry 
advertising  of  modern  times.  Of  all  bad  advert/sing,  he 
said,  dental  advertising  is  the  worst.  The  p,-:neioal  idea 
of  the  present  day  seems  to  be  to  illustrate  a  set  of  grinning 
teeth  and  to  give  the  price.  That  sort  of  thing  is  simply 
not  needed  ;  it  is  quite  unnecessary.  The  argument  ought 
to  be,  first,  the  enhancement  of  personal  appearance,  find, 
second,  the  value  to  health  of  perfect  teeth.  "  Indiges- 
tion caused  by  incomplete  mastication  owing  to  imperfect 
teeth  "  is  a  very  good  line  to  go  upon  and  perfectly  tiue. 
He  prophesied  a  great  future  for  a  smart  man  who  would 
take  up  dentistry  advertising  seriously. 

The  lecture  was  followed  by  a  series  of  slides  illustrating 
patent-med'eine  advertising  of  the  present  day.  These 
were  criticised  and  commented  upon  as  they  appeared  on 
the  screen.  The  examples  included  such  remedies  as,

Mr.  Dobson 
called  attention  to  the  question  of  panopepton  and  the  wine 
licence,  and  it  was  generally  felt  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  do  well  to  bring  to  the  front  the  question  of 
medicinal  wines  and  a  chemists'  licence  for  the  sale  of  some. 
The  Shops  Bill  was  deferred  to  a  further  meeting  to  be  held 
at  Canterbury,  if  possible.

A  lecture  entitled  "  Some 
Micro-chemical  Reactions."  illustrated  by  the  micro-projec- 
tion lantern,  was  given  by  Mr.  Henry  Gamett,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C 
and  proved  both  interesting  and  attractive :  the  coloured 
slides  thrown  on  the  screen,  together  with  the  polariscope 
effects  with  starches  and  the  kaleidoscope  effects  produced 
with  ci-fstals  by  usin""  the  sele"ite  nlate.  wer^  most  beautiful 
and  striking;  especially  was  this  the  case  with  santonin  and 
salicin  crystals.  Temporary  colour  reactions,  and  permanent 
stains,  double  staining,  and  the  use  of  selective  stains  were 
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described  in  their  application  to  vegetable  tissues  and  cell- 
contents.  Besides  starches  and  crystals,  there  were  shown 
on  the  screen  belladonna  leaf  .and  powder,  double-stained  to 
show  lignin  and  cellulose;  taraxacum  showing  masses  of 
inulin  crystals ;  mustard-powders  pure  and  with  5  per  cent, 
flour  stained  with  iodine ;  castor-oil  seeds  showing  proteid 
-Trains  stained  blue  with  methyl  blue,  and  fat  globules  stained 
jrange  with  Sudan  III.  ;  paper-pulp  showing  pine-wood 
fibres  stained  red  with  phloroglucin,  the  cellulose  of  the  rags 
being  colourless.  At  the  close  the  lecturer  was  given  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks. 

York  Chemists'  Association.— At  the  meeting  held 
in  the  Old  George  Hotel  on  March  8  Messrs.  J.  R.  Parker, 

F.  C.  Hey,  G.  E.  Walker,  W.  Sowray,  W.  P.  Saville,  J.  A. 
Lupton,  M.  F.  Burgin,  and  T.  C.  Atkinson  (Hon.  Secretary) 
were  present.    Mr.  J.  R.  Parker  was  elected  to  the  chair,  Mr. 

G.  E.  Woodhouse  having  left  the  city.  The  Secretary  read 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Woodhouse  resigning  the  presidency.  Mr. 
Lupton  moved  a  resolution  expressing  regret  that  Mr.  Wood- 
house  bad  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  Association,  of 
which  he  was  a  prominent  and  hard-working  member,  and 
hoping  that  the  change  will  be  beneficial.  The  motion  was 
carried  unanimously.  Mr.  T.  C.  Atkinson  was  elected  dele- 
gate to  the  dinner  of  the  Harrogate  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. The  proposed  scheme  for  dividing  the  Minor  examina- 
tion and  a  curriculum  of  study  was  discussed  next.  It  was 
ffenerally  agreed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  tare  begin- 
ning at  the  wrong  end,  and  that  the  Society  should  commence 
with  the  Preliminary  examination,  making  it  illegal  for 
apprentices  to  be  indentured  before  it  bad  been  passed. 
Further,  that  apprentices  would  experience  great  difficulty 
in  obtaining  suitable  classes  in  small  country  towns.  Also 
that  the  additional  expense  would  frequently  debar  a  man 
from  attempting  to  qualify,  thus  increasing  competition  by 
unqualified  men.  It  was  agreed  that  the  present  examina- 
tion is  already  difficult  enough  and  costs  as  much  as  the 
'business  or  profession  warrants. 

Hull  Pharmacists'  Association.— Mr.  R.  F.  Jones  pre- 
sided at  the  monthly  meeting,  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel, 
Hull,  on  March  14.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  city 
analyst  (Mr.  Tankard)  had  expressed  his  willingness  to  lec- 
ture before  the  Association  on  Thursday,  April  27.  Mr. 
Starting  (the  Secretary)  moved,  -and  the  Chairman  seconded, 
that  the  voting-power  in  respect  of  40/.  subscribed  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund  should  be  handed  to  Mr. 
Robson.  Mr.  Robson  moved  as  an  amendment,  and  Mr. 
Richardson  seconded,  that  the  power  should  be  in  the  bands 
of  the  President  for  the  time  being.  Mr.  Staning  withdrew 
his  motion,  and  Mr.  Robson's  proposal  was  agreed  to.  The 
report  on  chemists  prescribing  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
In  the  course  of  the  short  discussion  on  it  Mr.  Staning  said 
he  had  been  censured  for  his  action  in  respect  of  a  customer 
who,  he  found,  was  suffering  from  scarlet  fever.  He  advised 
the  man  to  go  home  and  call  in  his  medical  man.  He  subse- 
quently received  a.  letter  from  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Scul- 
coates  Rural  District  Council  (East  Yorks),  stating  that, 
-  Although  there  is  no  law  compelling  you  to  notify  infec- 
tious cases,  the  Council  will  be  much  obliged  if  in  future  you 
will  be  good  enough  to  notify  their  medical  officer  of  health 
of  any  such  case  coming  within  your  cognisance."  The  letter 
amused  the  members.  The  sale  of  poisons  in  East  and  Central 
Hull  by  unqualified  persons  was  referred  to,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  the  divisional  secretaries  should  look  into  the 
matter. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association.  — A  special  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Grand  Restaurant  on  March  15  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  draft  scheme  for  a  curriculum.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Bcacock  (President)  was  in  the  chair.  The  President  having 
introduced  the  subject,  Mr.  Armitage  vigorously  opposed 
the  scheme,  expressing  the  opinion  that  it  would  deal  hardly 
with  the  students  and  masters,  without  any  extra  remunera- 
tion and  protection  for  the  trade  in  general.  He  did  not 
believe  the  curriculum  would  stop  cramming,  and  he  objected 
to  the  curriculum  because  it  favoured  the  professional  side 
of  pharmacy  like  other  schemes  which  the  Society  brought 
forward.  The  curriculum  scheme  is  too  autocratic.  Ho 
believed  the  proposal  to  divide  the  Minor  was  better  than 
nothing  at  all.  Mr.  Johnson  was  also  opposed  to  the  scheme, 
and  moved  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  in  view  of  the 
present  condition  of  pharmacy  the  meeting  did  not  consider 
the  enforcement  of  a  curriculum  necessary  or  desirable  for 
registration  as  a  pharmacist,  but  was  not  opposed  to  the 
division  of  the  Minor.  This  having  been  seconded  by  Mr. 
Purdy,  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  urged  that  a  broad  view 
should  be  taken  on  the  whole  matter  to  see  whether  it  would 
really  affect  the  entry  of  apprentices  into  the  craft.  He 
opposed  the  resolution.  He  "thought  the  Minor  should  be 
divided,  and  that  a  curriculum  should  be  arranged  to  ensure 
that  students  have  at  least  undergone  a  certain  amount  of 
training.  Mr.  Haw,  Mr.  Shaw,  and  others  spoke  against 
the  resolution,  which  was  defeated.  The  resolutions  in  favour 
of  the  curriculum  were  then  adonted. 
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Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Association.— A  meeting 
was  held  on  March  8.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Dunn  (in 
the  chair),  Forster,  Stanway.  N.  Hunt,  Hodge,  Warner, 
Sadler,  Willcock,  Gibson.  C.  Warner,  Phillips,  Bowdler,  and 
Coleman.  Mr.  S.  Phillips  opened  a  discussion  on  the  draft 
scheme  for  a  division  of  the  Minor  and  a  curriculum  of 
study,  in  which  all  present  took  part.  It  was  agreed  that  a 
curriculum  is  necessary,  but  several  considered  that  there 
is  no  need  for  dividing  the  Minor,  as  a  curriculum  would 
much  reduce  the  number  of  failures.  The  resolution,  whi^h 
was  adopted,  was : 

"  That  the  draft  scheme  for  a  division  of  the  Minor 
examination  and  a  curriculum  of  study  be  approved  with 
the  exception  of  the  increased  amount  of  practical  botany, 
and  that  students  entering  for  the  Intermediate  examina- 
tion should  bo  required  to  produce  evidence  of  having 
passed  the  Board  of  Education  tests  in  theoretical  and  prac- 
tical chemistry  and  botany  as  far  as  Stage  2  or  the  equiva- 
lent." 

The  matter  of  the  Curriculum  proposals  then  came  on,  and 
a  series  of  resolutions  was  passed  containing  the  suggestion 
for  including  in  the  botany  syllabus  a  knowledge  of  manures, 
plant-diseases,  and  the  methods  of  combating  _  insect  pests. 
It  was  also  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  candidates  should 
not  be  asked  to  sit  again  in  subjects  in  which  they  have 
already  satisfied  the  examiners,  and  that  a  curriculum  should 
not  be  enforced  without  some  compensating  advantage. 

Oxford  Chemists'  Association.  — The  annual  general 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Golden  Cross  Hotel  on  March  8. 
There  were  present  Mr.  J.  A.  R.  Burbank  (President), 
Messrs.  C.  Bellamy,  S.  H.  Clegg,  J.  Dolbear,  H.  C.  Gunstone, 
J.  Palmar,  and  H.  C.  Goodall  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer). Mr.  S.  H.  Clegg  was  elected  a  member,  and  Mr. 
F.  W.  A.  Philpot  was  proposed  for  membership.  The  Secre- 
tary then  read  the  Annual  Report,  which  reviewed  the  work 
of  the  past  year.  The  report  was  adopted.  The  cash 
balance  held  by  the  Treasurer  amounted  to  10/.  16s.  2d.  The 
following  were  the  officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year: 
President,  Mr.  J.  Palmer;  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  J.  Dolbear 
and  Mr.  J.  A.  R.  Burbank  :  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Goodall ;  committee,  Messrs.  Alderman  Clayton, 
S.  H.  Clegg,  C.  Bellamy.  G.  F.  Court,  and  H.  C.  Gunstone. 
The  Secretary  then  reported  on  the  interviews  he  had  had 
with  the  country  members  of  the  Association  on  the  Cum- 
culum.  Scheme,  and  re-opened  the  discussion  thereon.  The 
subject  was  very  fully  discussed  by  all  the  members  present, 
and  a  resolution  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
chief  points  in  the  resolution  were  that  the  scheme  is  not 
desirable  in  the  present  condition  of  pharmacy,  as  country 
apprentices  have  not  the  opportunity  of  attending  classes 
locally,  the  cost  of  qualification  would  be  greatly  enhanced, 
and  no  practical  improvement  to  the  trade  would  result.  It 
was  also  suggested  that  the  examination  be  divided  into 
groups  on  the  plan  adopted  in  the  medical  examinations,  and 
alternately  that  candidates  should  not  be  re-examined  in  those 
subjects  in  which  they  have  already  passed.

Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

The  adjourned  meeting  to  discuss  the  scheme  for  the 
institution  of  a  curriculum  and  the  division  of  the  Minor 
examination  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution  on  March  9. 
The  President,  Mr.  G.  V.  C.  Last,  was  in  the  chair,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  H.  Humphreys  Jones, 
Harold  Lomax,  A.  G.  Giles,  W.  F.  Laycock,  T.  S.  Wokes, 
Harold  Wyatt,  Prosper  H.  Marsden,  A.  Steen  Barr, 
Ernest  Prebble,  John  H.  Robinson,  C.  E.  J.  Sendall,  J.  C. 
Collins,  W.  Arthur  Williams.  B.  Whalley,  T.  Ashworth, 
0.  Waddington,  and  G.  Underwood. 

The  Library. — Mr.  Barr  (Hon.  Secretary)  announced 
that  members  of  the  Council  have  offered  to  present  books 
to  the  library,  and  Mr.  Wyatt  remarked  that  there  is  no 
reason  why  other  members  of  the  Association  should  not 
follow  their  example. 

The  Curriculum  Scheme. 

The  President  said  the  draft  curriculum  showed  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  reverted  to  the  original 
idea  of  an  assistants'  examination,  and  added  on  to  it  a 
curriculum.  He  did  not  see  in  the  proposals  put  forward 
any  suggestion  of  increased  stringency.  If  the  examina- 
tion were  to  be  divided  without  imposing  a  curriculum 
the  standard  might  be  lowered.  He  inquired  about  a 
report  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  which,  if  made 
public,  would  be  a  valuable  assistance  to  the  discussion. 

Mr.  Wyatt  said  the  report  was  a  confidential  one  from 
the  Boards  of  Examiners  to  the  Council.  He  added, 
however,  that  the  examiners  consider  the  present  ex- 
amination stiff  enough.  He  considered  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  not  have  an  outside  body  examin- 
ing, but  should  keep  the  examination  of  pharmacists  in 
its  own  hands. 

Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones  (Hon.  Secretary)  then  read  a 
paper  from  Mr.  J.  G.  Wallbridge,  who  was  unable  to  be 
present.  In  this,  Mr.  Wallbridge  maintained  that  the 
present  is  very  inopportune  for  introducing  a  compulsory 
curriculum,  and  the  cost  to  the  candidates  will  be  very 
considerable,  far  beyond  the  resources  of  80  per  cent,  of 
the  apprentices.  The  difficulty  that  is  found  in  regard  to 
apprentices  is  that  frequently  Latin  has  not  been  taught 
at  school.  The  pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination 
should  be  re-instituted  and  the  range  of  subjects  extended. 
Three  years  after  the  candidate  should  be  examined  in 
botany,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and  prescription- 
reading,  this  examination  being  called  the  "Primary." 
One  year  after  this  the  Final  could  be  taken  in  the  re- 
maining subjects,  the  examination  for  which  should  be 
held  on  two  consecutive  days.  The  combined  fee  not  to 
exceed  10/.  10s.  The  establishment  of  a  curriculum  would 
increase  the  difficulties  of  country  apprentices. 

The  President  did  not  agree  with  the  suggestion  that 
the  old  Preliminary  should  be  set  up  again.  That  ex- 
amination only  served  as  an  entry  to  the  pharmaceutical, 
whereas  many  of  the  other  examinations  accepted  in  lieu 
of  it  are  recognised  for  entry  into  other  professions. 


Mr.  Harold  Lomax's  remarks  took  the  form  of  a  paper- 
It  was  a  very  spirited  plea  for  ordinary  chemists  working 
single-handed,  who  .comprise  nine-tenths  of  the  com- 
munity. He  noted  that  the  authorship  of  the  draft  scheme 
is  now  disputed,  and  that  it  is  admitted  to  contain 
"glaring  impracticabilities."  The  curriculum  clause  in 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  is  an  enabling  clause  only. 
He  stated  that  the  question  of  fees  is  behind  the  scheme 
for  dividing  the  Minor,  and  proceeded  to  show  how  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  always  been  after  fees.  The 
Preliminary  examination  was  abolished  but  not  the  fee, 
and  the  fee  for  the  Minor  was  raised  from  three  to  five 
and  ten  guineas.  If  the  Minor  is  divided  two  fees  will  be 
wanted,  with  no  guarantee  that  as  the  Society  becomes 
hard  up  the  amount  will  not  be  raised  as  on  previous  occa- 
sions. Such  a  prospect  would  make  it  practically  im- 
possible for  a  poor  country  youth  to  be  a  chemist.  Mr. 
Lomax  suggested  that  a  plebiscite  of  the  trade  should  be 
taken,  and  in  case  of  approval  a  representative  committee 
be  formed  to  draw  up  a  workable  curriculum  scheme. 

Mr.  Wyatt  was  not  in  favour  of  the  curriculum  as  it 
stands,  and  thought  it  undesirable  to  pile  up  a  number  of 
subjects  in  a  curriculum  for  a  pharmacist  who  wished  to- 
run  his  shop  for  the  purpose  of  trade.  He  did  not  wish- 
in  any  way  to  speak  as  an  examiner,  and  hoped  that  the 
meeting  would  consider  him  as  one  of  themselves.  He 
thought  that  Mr.  Lomax  had  made  out  a  good  case  in 
regard  to  the  increase  in  the  fees. 

Mr.  John  H.  Robinson  said  he  would  be  pleased  to- 
second  the  resolution  to  be  proposed  by  Mr.  Lomax. 
Under  the  existing  regulations  the  average  chemist  only 
makes  about  200Z.  a  year,  and  he  did  not  see  why  the 
difficulties  should  be  added  to  by  an  expensive  course  of 
study.  He  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  apprentices, 
and  said  what  is  required  is  a  training  to  show  a  man  how 
he  can  make  his  living  in  pharmacy. 

Mr.  T.  S.  Wokes  said  there  were  only  two  objections 
to  the  curriculum,  and  these  might  be  found  to  be  imagin- 
ary :  one  was  a  possible  increase  in  the  stringency  and  the 
other  was  the  expense.  Mr.  Jones  had  said  he  did  not 
think  that  there  would  be  much  increase  in  the  expense. 
The  scheme  will  be  hard  on  the  apprentice  who  is  removed 
from  an  educational  centre,  and  this  is  the  only  real  ob- 
jection he  could  see  to  the  suggested  curriculum.  He  was 
in  favour  of  some  regulation  of  study,  but  said  there  is  a 
difficulty  in  providing  a  scheme  for  all  the  chemists  in  the 
country.  They  cannot  all  be  dispensing  chemists,  and  yet 
may  have  much  business  knowledge  and  scientific  attain- 
ments which  are  not  made  use  of.  The  proposed  curri- 
culum would  ensure  that  the  man  who  enters  pharmacy 
has  been  through  a  definite  course  of  study.  This  would 
stimulate  the  apprentice  to  effort',  as  he  will  have  to  take 
his  subjects  seriatim. 

Mr.  Ashworth  thought  that  instead  of  instituting  a 
curriculum  the  Society  might  revise  the  syllabus  of  ex- 
amination, adding,  for  example,  such  subjects  as  thera- 
peutics or  ambulance-work. 

Mr.  Laycock.  as  one  who  is  unqualified,  said  that  in  the 
curriculum  scheme  the  business  side  of  the  question  has- 
been  entirely  overlooked.  With  regard  to  the  cost  of 
study,  a  class  held  once  a  week  could  be  had  for  the 
Minor  at  a  cost  of  3/.  10-?.,  and  the  cost  of  the  courses  and 
maintenance  of  the  youth  during  the  four  years'  curricu- 
lum, if  he  is  from  the  country,  would  be  about  2001.  He 
would  like  to  have  some  statistics  as  to  the  pass-list  of 
medical  students  under  an  enforced  curriculum. 

Mr.  Marsden  said  he  had  no  statistics,  but  he  had  been 
told  that,  although  the  medical  curriculum  was  a  five 
years'  one,  the  time  occupied  by  the  average  student  in 
obtaining  his  qualification  was  seven  years.  The  cost 
under  the  new  curriculum  would  not  be  great,  provided  the 
course  was  taken  out  in  the  schools  under  the  Board  of 
Education.  For  those  who  cannot  attend  in  the  evenings 
there  are  other  educational  institutions  which  offer 
courses  for  apprentices  over  a  term  of  years.  One  thing 
most  necessary  in  any  new  scheme  for  a  curriculum  is  to 
insist  upon  three  years  elapsing  between  registration  of 
the  student  and  the  passing  of  the  final  examination. 

Mr.  Prebble  thought  the  business  was  not  worth  .a 
curriculum. 
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The  Chairman  then  put  the  following  resolution,  pro 
posed  by  Mr.  Lomax  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Robinson  : 

"  That  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  being  of  opinion 
that  the  curriculum  scheme  as  put  forward  is  defective  and 
impracticable,  recommends  that  the  whole  scheme- be  referred 
hack  until  a  plebiscite  of  the  chemists  of  Great  Britain  has 
been  taken  as  to  whether  a  curriculum  should  be  adopted  or 
not,  but  agrees  with  the  institution  of  a  definite  course  of 
study  and  division  of  the  Minor." 

This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices*  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday,  March  8,  at  9.15  p.m.,  Mr.  E.  J.  Brown,  Ph.C. 
(President),  in  the  chair.  The  first  communication  read 
was  entitled  : 

A  Plea  for  Unscientific  Pharmacy. 
This  paper,  by  Mr.  David  Murray,  was  in  the  nature  of 
a  paradox.  Having  defined  what  pharmacy  is,  he 
emphasised  the  importance  of  the  art  in  this  craft,  point 
ing  out  how  a  specialised  system  of  education  has  tended 
to  derogate  this,  art  and  advance  various  theories  upon 
which  the  art  is  based.  This  he  regarded  as  an  educa 
tional  blunder,  and  he  advocated  the  throwing  over  to  a 
very  large  extent  of  botany  and  chemistry  from  the 
courses  of  study  in  pharmacy,  as  they  do  not  necessarily 
give  the  pharmacist  useful  knowledge.  Proceeding,  Mr, 
Murray  caid  : 

"  That  there  is  a  science  of  chemistry  cannot  very  well  be 
disputed.  That  pharmacy  is  based  upon  certain  principles 
of  that  science  may  also  be  taken  as  fact.  But  that  to  be  a 
pharmacist  one  must  at  the  same  time  be  an  expert  chemist 
I  take  leave  to  protest.  To  assert  that  a  farmer  must  study 
astronomy  before  he  can  understand  seedtime  and  harvest 
would  bo  madness  for  anyone.  Are  not  the  cases  analogous? 
Let  us  study  chemistry  to  our  heart's  content  if  we  wish  to, 
but  let  us  ask  from  "the  candidate  for  pharmacy  a  simple 
knowledge  of  its  application  in  his  art.  There  is  something  to 
be  said  also  upon  practical  chemistry.  That  every  pharma- 
cist should  be  able  to  test  his  chemicals  may  seem  to  be  the 
least  that  one  can  ask.  But  is  there  not  a  great  deal 
of  mental  vanity  in  all  this  ?  How  many  pharmacists  do  it, 
or  in  how  many  instances  does  it  result  in  anything  useful? 
Why  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread  or  in  this  case 
valuable  time  acquiring  a  more  or  less  useless  knowledge  of 
chemical  analysis?  The  knowledge  obtained  is  just  enough 
to  make  it  worse  than  no  knowledge  at  all.  Has  the  time 
not  arrived  for  us  to  cease  this  ostrich-like  fashion  of  hiding 
our  ignorance,  trusting  that  our  pretensions  will  pass  un- 
noticed ?  Ninety  per  cent.,  if  not  more,  trust  to  the  honesty 
of  the  manufacturers.  Does  the  city  of  pharmacy  owe  its 
salvation  to  the  remaining  ten  good  men?.  .  .  Turning  to 
pharmacy  itself,  we  discover  that  things  are  working  in  a 
vicious  circle.  .  .  .  The  more  science  there  is  introduced 
into  pharmacy,  the  less  need  is  there  for  the  pharmacist. 
Tn  other  words,  pharmacy  becomes  non-existent,  and  the  pure 
sciences  take  its  place.  .  .  .  But  I  am  hopeful  that  the  days 
of  pharmacy  are  not  past  if  wo  do  our  duty.  .  .  .  Pharma- 
cology is  demonstrating  that  the  action  of  drugs  is  more 
mechanical  or  physical  than  chemical,  and  that  the  old-time 
results  cannot  be  produced,  save  by  the  use  of  preparations 
of  crude  drugs.  This  condition  of  things  will  have  a  long 
lease  of  life.  There  may  be  fanciful  excursions  into  all  sorts 
of  experimental  methods  of  new  treatments,  but  the  fact  will 
ever  remain  that  different  organs  of  the  body  respond  to 
different  drugs  in  health  and  disease,  and  to  prepare  these 
drugs  for  administration  is  the  peculiar  art  of  the  pharma- 
cist. My  plea  for  unscientific  pharmacy  will  not  have  been 
in  vain  if  it  makes  us  realise  more  than  we  seem  to  do  at 
present  that  the  art  of  pharmacy  is  not  acquired  by  the  scien- 
tific training  which  we  undergo,  but  by  the  actual  perform- 
ance of  the  art  itself.  Steps  would  thon  be  taken  to  adopt  a 
more  rational,  if  less  scientific,  course  of  studies." 

A  Review  of  Pharmaceutical  Percentages 
was  next  contributed  by  Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland.  He  referred 
in  his  introductory  remarks  to  common  errors  regarding 
percentages,  such  as  arise  from  an  improper  concep- 
tion of  the  difference  between  the  terms  "  percentage  of" 
and  ''percentage  on."  Thus  50  per  cent,  of  the  selling- 
price  is  equal  to  100  per  cent,  on  the  cost-price,  and  so  on. 
The  British  Pharmacopoeia  of  1885  directed  liquefied  car- 
Ixilic  acid  to  be  made  by  the  addition  of  10  per  cent,  of 
water  to  the  crystals.  (Some  interpreted  this  to  mean  that 
100  parts  of  acid  should  have  10  parts  of  water  added  to 


I  it.  and  others  that  90  and  10  parts  respectively  should  be 
used.  Mr.  Rowland  next  dealt  with  percentage  in  pre- 
scriptions and  in  pharmacy  generally,  as  affected  by  the 
conditions  of  the  substances  taken,  namely  (1)  liquid  and 
solid,  and  (2)  the  difference  in  the  oz.  (437^  grains)  and 
5  (480  grains).  When  solids  and  liquids  are  ordered 
together  to  form  percentage  mixtures  or  solutions,  the 
most  strictly  accurate  product  is  one  in  which  both  liquids 
and  solids  are  weighed.  In  this  country  the  weighing  of 
solids  and  measuring  of  liquids  is  regarded  as  correct  in 
medicine  and  pharmacy ;  but  Mr.  Rowland  pointed  out  that 
if  the  denominations  or  units  by  which  the  solids  are 
weighed  and  liquids  are  measured  differ,  the  product  is 
from  the  percentage  point  of  view  incorrect — e.g.,  1  grain 
of  a  solid  in  100  minims  of  a  solution  is  not,  strictly  speak- 
ing, a  1-per-cent.  solution,  but  1  oz.  of  the  same  solid  in 
100  oz.  of  a  solution  is  the  strictly  correct  proportion, 
being  the  same  as  1  gram  in  100  c.c.  Mr.  Rowland  sub-

In  the  case  of  "  A  "  the  question  arose,  Was  two,  three,  or 
four  ounces  desired  ?  The  prescriber  was  consulted,  but 
would  not  commit  himself,  except  to  say  that  he  wanted 
an  ointment  containing  50  per  cent,  of  resorcin — i.e.,  1  in 
2  of  the  finished  product.  Therefore,  two  ounces  with  one 
ounce  each  of  vaseline  and  lanoline.  Mr.  Rowland  also 
mentioned  the  quantities  required  in  each  of  the  other 
prescriptions.  In  "B"  9.6  grains  (10  minims)  of  euca- 
lyptus oil;  in  "  C"  48  grains  of  liq.  picis  carb.;  in  "D" 
87.2  grains  of  menthol,  and  in  "E"  the  same  of  tannic 
acid.  In  "F"  96  grains  of  zinc  oxide  and  48  grains  of 
liq.  carb.  deterg.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  Mr. 
Rowland  recommends  weight  to  be  taken  in  all  cases,  or 
if  liquids  are  taken  by  measure,  allowance  should  be  made 
for  variation  from  unity  in  specific  gravity.  Thus, 
spt.  sether.  nit.  would  require  more  minims  and  glycerin 
fewer  minims  than  grains.  In  order  to  form  an  idea 
what  the  medical  profession  intend  when  prescribing  in 
percentage  form,  Mr.  Rowland  addressed  three  questions 
to  the  Lecturers  on  Materia  Medica  at  the  Scottish  Uni- 
versities, viz.  : 

1.  "  In  the  case  of  solid  preparations,  is  the  oz.  sign  3j. 
intended  for  the  apothecaries'  oz.  of  480  grains,  or  the  avoir- 

upois  oz.  of  437  5?  " 

[In  two  cases  the  reply  was  437.5  grains.] 

2.  "  If  a  liquid  is  prescribed  as  a  percentage  proportion  of 
a  resultant  solid,  is  it  expected  that  the  liquid  will  be  weighed, 
and  so  give  a  true  percentage ;  or  measured — taking  a 
number  of  minims  equivalent  to  the  grains  calculated?  " 

[Two  replied  "  by  measure,"  and  one  "  by  weight."] 

Mr.  Rowland  commented  at  some  length  on  these 
matters,  and  also  quoted  the  remarks  of  Professor  C.  R. 
Marshall  to  the  effect  that  in  therapeutics  the  difference 
between  minims  and  fluid  grains  is  so  small  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  detect  it  by  pharmacological  methods.  He 
concluded  by  referring  to  the  use  of  percentages  in  the 
Poisons  Schedule  appended  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  querying  whether  weight  in  weight  or  weight  in 
volume  is  intended.  Messrs.  Hill,  Macpherson,  Rowland, 
Tait,  Allan,  and  Brown  discussed  the  papers. 


Prescribing  by  Wireless  Telegraphy  is  the  latest  achieve- 
ment, the  ship's  doctor  on  the  s.s.  Merida,  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  prescribing  for  the  captain  of  the  s.s.  Herman 
Frasch,  who  lay  seriously  ill  on  his  vessel  500  miles  away. 
The  latter  steamer  carried  a  well-equipped  medicine-chest, 
but  no  medical  man. 

Medical  Work  in  Nigeria.— U.S.  Consul  W.  J.  Yerby,  of 
Sierra  Leone,  learns  that  the  medical  branch  of  the  Church 
Missionary  Society  of  England  proposes  to  erect  a  dispensary 
n  the  neighbourhood  of  Onitsha.  on  the  Niger.  It  will  in- 
clude an  out-patients'  department,  an  operating  hospital,  a 
research  laboratory*,  and  a  drug-store.

Government  Midwives  Bill. 
It  was  stated  officially  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Dr.  Addison  (L., 
Hoxton),  that  the  Government  are  not  without  hope  that 
it  may  be  found  possible  to  introduce  a  Bill  this  Session 
to  amend  the  Midwives  Act. 

The  Supply  of  Antitoxin. 
Mr.  H.  ( '.  Chancellor,  M.P.  (L.,  Haggerston),  proposes 
•to  interrogate  the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  as  to  the 
number  of  local  authorities  which  are  supplying  diphtheria- 
antitoxin  to  medical  practitioners  out  of  the  rates. 

The  Manufacture  of  Acetone. 
Mr.  Hobhouse,  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
has  informed  Mr.  Charles  Bathurst,  M.P..  that  his 
Department  has  provisionally  sanctioned  a  proposal 
to  establish  a  factory  in  the  Dean  Forest  for 
the  distillation  of  wood.  The  principal  product 
will  be  acetate  'of  lime,  from  which  acetone, 
one  of  the  chief  constituents  of  cordite,  is  manufactured 
•by  a  further  refining-process.  It  is  not  at  present  proposed 
to  manufacture  acetone  in  the  forest,  but  plans  are  in 
active  preparation  to  enable  the  works  to  be  erected  this 
year. 

Registration  of  Firms  Bill. 
Sir  Alfred  Mond,  Sir  Albert  Spicer.  Sir  Herbert 
Roberts,  and  Sir  George  Robertson  are  among  the  backers 
of  a  Bill  which  has  just  been  introduced  in  the  House  of 
'Commons  by  Mr.  Haworth.  It  requires  that  every  firm 
carrying  on  business  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  a  trade 
name  which  does  not  consist  of  the  full  names  of  all  the 
partners,  without  any  addition,  or  which  consists  of  or 
■contains  any  name  or  addition  other  than  the  full  name 
of  the  person,  shall  be  registered.  The  Registrar  of  Joint - 
stock  Companies  is  to  be  registrar  under  the  Act.  and  to 
him  it  will  be  necessary  (in  the  event  of  the  Bill  passing) 
to  post  or  deliver  the  following  particulars  : 

(a)  The  trade  name  ; 

(b)  The  general  nature  of  the  business  : 

(c)  The  place  or  places  of  the  business: 

til)  The  full  name,  usual  residence,  and  other  occupation 
(if  any)  of  the  person  or  persons  carrying  on  or 
intending  to  carry  on  the  business  ; 

(f)  If  the  business  is  commenced,  or  any  new  place  of 
business  is  established,  after  the  commencement  of 
this  Act,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  busi- 
ness or  establishment  of  the  place  of  'business. 

If  more  than  one  trade  name  is  used  each  must  be  regis- 
tered, and  if  the  firm  carries  on  business  abroad  the  name 
of  any  foreign  partner  must  be  included.  Provision  is 
made  for  registering  changes  and  for  penalties. 

Census  of  Production. 
Mr.  Buxton  informed  Mr.  Chiozza  Money,  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Monday,  that  although  the  census  of  pro- 
duction related  to  1907  the  Act  required  that  it  should  be 
taken  in  1908.  The  issue  of  the  schedules,  nearly 
450.000  in  number,  was  not  completed  until  the  end  of 
1908,  and  a  considerable  time  was  occupied  in  getting  them 
in  and  in  correspondence  with  manufacturers  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  they  should  be  filled  up.  A  special  staff 
of  200  persons  was  engaged.  It  was  impossible  that  all 
industries  could  be  dealt  with  simultaneously. — Replying 
to  Mr.  Hinde,  who  asked  whether  it  was  a  fact  that  many 
trades  were  unable  to  fill  up  the  forms- with  any  degree 
of  accuracy,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  said 
the  greatest  possible  assistance  was  received  from  the 
various  trades  and  manufactures  throughout  the  country, 
and  there  were  very  few  cases  in  which  any  objection  was 
made  to  the  return,  and  these  they  endeavoured  to  meet. 
The  Board  had  in  very  few  cases  indeed  had  to  put  their 
compulsory  powers  in  force.  Mr.  Buxton  added  that  his 
Department  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  taking 
another  census  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  la3t  one  was 
taken  in  1907. 


TRADE  REPORT. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  Quoted  here.

BUSINESS  conditions  in  the  drug-market  remain 
much  as  last  week,  the  recent  general  rise  in  values 
making  buyers  cautious,  and  consequently  the  tendency 
is  to  restrict  trading  to  hand-to-mouth  requirements.  This 
applies  to  a  staple  like  cod-liver  oil,  as  consumers,  having 
partially  covered,  prefer  to  look  on.  Menthol  is  quiet, 
with  the  leading  operators  still  on  the  bear  tack.  Star- 
anise  oil  is  firm  and  in  fair  demand.  Bergamot  oil  is  also 
firm,  with  more  activity  in  primary  markets,  and  Bourbon 
geranium  oil  is  dearer.  Cassia  oil  is  offered  at  last  week's 
decline,  and  American  peppermint  is  firm  but  inactive. 
Cascara  sagrada  is  steady  on  spot,  with  American  advices 
of  quite  a  bullish  character.  Fine  dragon's-blood  has  been 
practically  cleared,  and  good  Sumatra  benzoin  sells  at 
very  full  rates.  Siam,  which  is  badly  wanted,  is  unobtain- 
able. 'Soudan  acacia  is  unaltered.  Lycopodium  is  firm, 
and  santonin  dearer.  Nux  vomica  has  been  bought  largely 
by  strychnine-makers.  Florentine  orris  is  firm,  and  jalap 
dearer.  New  Persian  Gulf  asafetida  will  be  offered  in 
quantity  next  week.  Cream  of  tartar  is  cheaper  owing  to 
lack  of  demand.  Cochin  and  Japanese  ginger  are  easier. 
Turpentine  is  still  soaring,  and  quicksilver  is  again 
cheaper  in  second-hands.  The  following  table  shows  the 
principal  changes  of  the  week  :

Zinc  Salts  have  been  in  fair  average  demand  and  main- 
tain a  steady  tone  at  unaltered  rates.  Zinc-sulphate  crystals, 
11.  toll.  5s.  per  ton;  zinc  chloride,  100°  Tw.,  6/.  to  6/.  5s.  per 
•ton. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Camphor  (Refined). — -Since  March  1  refined  camphor  has 
been  quoted  at  from  m.450  to  m.460  per  100  kilos.  This  is 
not  to  he  attributed  to  a  generally  weak  tendency,  but  rather 
to  cheaper  offers  from  second-hands. 

Glycerin. — The  price  of  crude  glycerin  on  the  Paris 
market  during  February  was  maintained  at  fr.190,  but  in 
the  first  week  of  March  the  price  rose  by  f  r.2.50.  A  generally 
steady  tendency  is  argued  from  the  position  of  crude.  This 
also  refers  to  refiners,  who  are  said  to  have  raised  the  basis 
price,  hitherto  maintained  at  something  under  m.200.  for 
double-distilled  28  per  cent.,  to  over  m.200  for  contracts  during 
the  present  year.  This  does  not  apply  to  the  .apparently 
considerable  stocks  in  second-hands,  for  which  buyers  are 
sought  at  unusually  low  quotations;  these  offers  have  occa- 
sioned some  uncertainty. 

Naphthaline. — The  demand  for  spring  consumption  has 
already  begun  and  is  active,  though  the  value  remains 
ridiculously  low.  Manufacturers  certainly  have  only  small 
stocks  free,  and  there  is  no  inducement  to  reduce  prices,  but 
rather  to  increase  them. 

Nux  Vomica. — Owing  to  .a  much  better  demand  some  large 
contracts  for  shipment  have  been  made,  and  the  market  is 
firmer. 

Santonin. — The  price  was  raised  by  m.7  per  kilo,  on 
March  1,  and  is  now  quoted  at  m.95  to  m.  104.50  per  kilo. 

Tartaric  Acid  has  been  in  somewhat  more  demand.  For 
spot  (Hamburg)  as  much  as  m.2.30  per  kilo,  has  been  paid. 

Thymol  has  advanced  from  the  recent  unprofitable  level, 
and  m.9.50  per  kilo,  is  now  asked  by  the  makers.  Whether 
the  higher  quotations  will  continue  depends  on  the  attitude 
of  makers  in  the  immediate  future.

Anise  Oil  (Star)  is  steady,  with  spot  sales  at  4.'.  10c/. 
per  lb. 

Antimony  has  continued  very  firm  since  the  inception, 
of  the  International  Producers''  Combine.  At  first  the 
Italian  works  and  the  English  firms  of  refiners  who  held 
aloof  were  sellers  at  about  21.  less,  as  compared  with  the 
selling  price  of  35/.  from  the  combination,  but  the  control 
of  the  latter  has  apparently  become  so  effective  that  the 
range  of  values  is  now  pretty  close  at  34/,  to  35/.  per  ton  for 
regulus.  Parcels,  indeed,  are  not  easily  secured  from

Cascara  Sagrada. — Advices  from  New  York  report  a 
firmer  market  at  from  8c.  to  85C.  for  1910  peel,  and  spot 
holders  in  some  instances  are  not  keen  sellers.  On  the 
spot  there  has  been  more  inquiry,  and  the  market  is- 
firm,  sellers  quoting  old  bark  at  from  38s.  to  40s.  as  to  age 
and  37s.  for  new.  The  sailer  Bourbaki  from  'Frisco  to 
London,  containing  it  is  said  about  40  tons  cascara  sagrada. 
has  now  arrived  after  a  voyage  of  162  days ;  an  extra  rate 
of  12  guineas  had  been  paid. 

The  following  is  from  a  Pacific  Coast  correspondent  of  the 
"  O.,  P.,  &  D.  Reporter  "  :  "  The  cascara  business  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been  dragging,  prices  realised  netting  to  the 
peeler  a  little  more  than  wages  after  shrinkage  and  general 
expenses,  preparing  the  commodity  for  market,  were  paid. 
As  a  result  the  crop  of  1910,  on  account  of  the  increased  cost 
of  labour,  etc..  was  considerably  short  of  the  year  previous. 
Late  in  the  fall  last  year  there  was  an  unusual  demand  for 
carload  orders  from  people  whom  it  was  supposed  were  fully 
covered.  This  soon  depleted  the  new  crop,  and  we  do  not 
believe  there  is  at  the  present  time  over  two  to  three  car- 
loads of  1910  cascara.  unsold  on  the  coast.  After  the  bulk  of 
the  new'  peel  was  sold  there  was  a  general  demand  for  old' 
goods — two,  three,  four,  and  five  year  stuff — >at  fair  prices, 
and  while  most  every  one  is  pretty  well  supplied  now,  the  dis- 
posing of  holdover  stocks  and  practically  all  of  last  year's 
bark  leaves  the  market  firm  at  this  end,  and  a  sharp  advance 
will  not  be  surprising  if  there  happens  to  be  a  scarcity  of  the 
peel  this  season.

— On  the  spot  waxy  grey  is  offered  at 
170s.,  but  for  March  shipment  from  Brazil  153.?.  6d.  c.i.f. 
is  quoted. 


Olive  Oil. 

The  Italian  returns  of  olive  oil  exported  for  the  whole  of 
1910  amounted  to  41,655  tons,  compared  w  ith  24,015  tons  in 
1909  and  44.703  tons  in  1908.  The  quantities  despatched  to 
Great  Britain  were  1,647  tons,  1,152  tons,  and  1,899  tons 
respectively.  France  and  Austria-Hungary  absorbed  con- 
siderably more  than  in  1909,  while  7,353  tons  went  to  the 
Argentina  ;  but  the  most  striking  feature  is  the  heavy  increase 
in  the  tonnage  diverted  to  the  United  States,  amounting  to 
13,843  tons,  compared  with  8,233  tons  for  1909,  which  must 
be  attributed  to  the  severe  scarcity  of  all  oil-products  which 
faas  been  experienced  there.    Recent  reports  that  Italian 


stocks  were  very  reduced  appear  to  be  well  founded,  as  may 
be  gathered  by  the  fact  that  the  1910  exports  show  an  increase 
of  17.640  tons  against  1909,  the  demand  having  been  doubtless 
accelerated  by  bad  crop  news  and  the  sharp  rise  in  the  price, 
which  is  about  10/.  per  ton  higher  than  a  year  ago. 

Panama  Produce-tax. 

In  accordance  with  a  law  (No.  15  of  1910)  passed  on  Novem- 
ber 15,  a  tax  has  been  established  on  the  products  of  the 
forests  of  Panama,  based  on  the  market  price  of  each  product. 
The  tax  on  certain  products  has  been  fixed  as  follows : 
Rubber,  2.50  balboas  per ■■■wrt.1 :  .sarsaparilla,  1.00;  ipe- 
cacuanha, 10.00;  copaiba  and  •other  roils,  1.00  baJboa  per  tin 
of  5  gals.

Australian  Red  Gum. 

In  reference  to  the  groat  scarcity  of  Eucalyptus  rox'tratit, 
to-  which  we  referred  in  our  issue  of  December  31,  1910,  we 
now  learn  from  the  Victoria  State  Forest  Department  that 
the  collection  of  kino  has  to  be  restricted  and  the  collectors 
kept  under  strict  supervision,  but  no  prohibition  order  has 
been  made  by  this  Department.  On  the  other  hand,  the  New 
South  Wales  Department  says  :  "  This  Department  ceased 
issuing  permits  for  tapping  the  gum  of  Eucalyptus  rostrata 
about  ten  years  ago,  as  it  was  found  impossible  to  confine  the 
gum-tappers  to  useless  trees  without  providing  special  officers 
to  supervise  their  operations,  and  the  draining  of  this  extract, 
destroyed  the  trees  for  timber-purposes.  As  far  as  the  New 
South  Wales  State  Forests  are  concerned,  the  industry  of 
extracting  gum  is  absolutely  prohibited." 

A  New  Cinchona  Syndicate  in  Java. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  in  the  C.  d-  D.  that  a  pre- 
liminary meeting  was  held  in  Java  last  August  to  discuss  the 
formation  of  a  syndicate  to' promote  the  interests  of  cinchona- 
planters,  and  that  a  provisional  committee  was  appointed  by 
that  meeting  to  draft  rules  and  suggest  an  organisation. 
The  provisional  committee  repoited  to  a  second  meeting, 
held  at  the  Ba.tavia  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  February  7, 
when  it  was  decided  to  form  a  syndicate.  An  executive 
committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Heer  Lovink,  Director 
of  Agriculture  (President),  Heer  van  Leersum,  director  of  the 
Government  cinchona-undertakings,  and  Heeren  van  Riems- 
dijk,  Dinger,  Loudon,  and  Buss.  The  last-mentioned  member 
will  act  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  It  was  announced  at  the 
meeting  that  the  committee  has  already  established  cordial 
relations  with  the  Amsterdam  group,  having  similar  interests. 
For  the  present  the  syndicate  will  devote  attention  to  the 
possibility  of  working  cinchona  itself,  or  at  any  rate  promot- 
ing the  working  of  cinchona  in  Java  on  a  larger  scale  than 
at  present. 

Synthetic  Indigo. 

The  announcement  by  the  Badische  Anilin-  und  Soda- 
Fabriken  and  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining  that  a  larger  dis- 
count is  to  be  allowed  on  large  long-term  contracts  for  syn- 
thetic indigo  may  probably  be  regarded  (says  the  "  Man- 
chester Guardian  ")  as  the  beginning  of  the  foreshadowed 
competition  in  artificial  indigo.  The  Chemische  Fabrik  von 
Heyden,  Rade/beul,  near  Dresden,  took  up  the  manufacture 
some  time  ago,  and  have  lately  'been  very  actively  pushing 
the  sale,  while  it  is  now  reported  that  the  Basle  Chemical- 
works  also  intend  to  enter  actively  into  the  fight.  It  is 
further  reported  that  Messrs.  Leopold  Cassella  &  Co.,  of 
Frankfort-on-Main.  have  w-orked  out  a  technical  process,  and 
are  about  to  erect  plant  for  the  comimercial  manufacture  of 
a  new  dyestuff  which,  while  having  some  similarity  of  indigo, 
is  of  entirely  different  composition.  There  is  not  much 
definite  information  available  regarding  this  latest  product, 
but  great  hopes  are  entertained  as  to  its  future,  though  it 
does  not  appear  to  be  anticipated  that  it  will  adversely  affect 
the  consumption  of  indigo.  See  also  C.  c0  D.,  May  21,  1910 
(index  folio  794). 

A  Cinchona-disease 

Dr.  Rant,  of  the  Java  Department  of  Agriculture,  has 
observed  what  he  thinks  may  be  a  new  fungoid  disease  on 
cinchona-plants  grown  in  damp  and  shady  places.  On  a 
"  hybrid  "  stem  about  a  centimetre  in  diameter  there  ap- 
peared over  a  length  of  about  120  cm.  a  flattened  dark-brown 
band  1  to  1.5  mm.  wide,  composed  cf  an  agglomeration  of 
filamentous  moulds.  From  the  stem  the  threads  could  be 
removed  easily  and  appeared  to  have  caused  no  damage,  but 
wherever  the  fungus  had  been  in  contact  with  leaf  tissue  the- 
latter  showed  signs  of  decay.  On  the  backs  of  diseased  leaves 
a  brownish  powder,  probably  the  fruit  of  the  fungoid  growth, 
was  found.  The  same  fungus  has  been  found  by  Dr.  Rant  on 
other  plants,  but  only  on  specimens  growing  in  damp  places. 
The  fungus  is  being  further  investigated  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  whether  it  is  identical  with  any  known  species.'

Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  letter  of  "Value  for  Money" 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  March  11,  p.  384,  I  should 
like  to  explain  that  the  delay  in  holding  the  adjourned 
meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society  arises  through 
several  reasons,  but  I  may  add  that  it  has  now  been  decided 
to  hold  it  during  May  at  about  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the  Chemists' 
Exhibition.  The  delay  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  end 
and  beginning  of  a  year  are  not  a  convenient  time  for 
calling  a  trade  meeting  and  that  the  urgency  of  the  matter 
is  not  so  great  as  it  appeared  to  be  in  September.  I  do 
not  think  the  cause  has  suffered  bearing  in  mind  that 
an  executive  is  in  being  to  deal  with  dental  matters  should 
occasion  arise.  It  should  be  remembered,  moreover,  that 
the  chances  of  introducing  a  Dentists  Act  Amendment  Bill 
into  the  House  of  Commons  are  very  slight  in  view  of 
the  demands  made  upon  the  time  of  the  House  by  Govern- 
ment measures,  and  because  the  section  of  the  dental  pro- 
fession represented  by  the  British  Dental  Association  has 
not  yet  decided  upon  the  form  of  the  Bill.  I  notice,  how- 
ever, that  the  Referendum  is  to  be  taken  this  month,  and 
when  the  result  is  known  there  still  remain  many  obstacles 
to  overcome  before  the  Bill  can  come  within  the  range  of 
practical  politics.  There  is  another  matter  which  has,  I 
believe,  had  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  applications  for 
membership.  I  refer  to  the  amount  at  which  the  sub- 
scription is  fixed.  It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the 
inaugural  meeting  the  annual  subscription  was  placed  at 
one  guinea.  This  some  of  us  at  the  time  regarded  as 
militating  against  the  Society  being  a  popular  one,  but  the 
majority  ruled  otherwise.  Now,  the  response  has  been 
on  a  generous  scale,  considering  the  amount  of  the  sub- 
scription ;  but  the  number  of  adherents  does  not  represent 
fully  the  large  number  of  chemists  who  should  belong  to 
the  Society.  I  have  in  mind  the  hundreds  of  chemists 
who  simply  extract  teeth,  but  do  not  engage  in  conservative 
dentistry  or  adjust  artificial  dentures.  The  interests  of 
these  men  are  just  as  much  at  stake  as  are  those  of 
chemists  who  do  a  considerable  dental  business.  My  idea 
is  that  the  Society  should  aim  at  having  a  large  member- 
ship rather  than  a  limited  membership  at  a  comparatively 
high  subscription.  The  success  of  the  Society  of  Chemist- 
Opticians  is  an  object-lesson  to  our  new  Society.  Starting 
with  a  5s.  subscription,  since  increased  to  7.?.  6d.,  a  mem- 
bership of  several  hundred  chemists  has  resulted.  I 
therefore  propose  to  submit  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  Dental  Society  a  resolution  for  reducing  the 
amount  of  the  subscription,  those  who  have  already  sent 
me  a  guinea  being  designated  Founders  and  not  liable  for 


further  subscriptions  until  a  date  which  could  be  fixed,  so 
as  to  cause  no  injustice  to  the  pioneers.  A  smaller  sub- 
scription should  attract  many  chemists  whose  dental 
practice  is  on  a  moderate  scale,  and  it  would  not  prevent 
special  defence  funds  being  collected  in  time  of  need  when 
the  accumulated  subscriptions  were  thought  to  be  in- 
sufficient for  the  purpose  in  hand.  I  should  be  glad  to 
have  any  criticisms  which  may  occur  to  any  who  read  this 
letter.

The  Business  Side  of  Pharmacy. 

Sir, — At  the  present  time,  when  so  much  is  being  said 
about  pharmaceutical  education,  and  while  the  proposed 
curriculum  is  the  chief  topic  of  discussion  at  many  of 
our  local  Association  meetings,  I  feel  that  I  would  like,  if 
I  may,  to  make  a  few  humble  remarks  on  the  subject. 
While  heartily  agreeing  in  many  ways  with  the  proposals- 
brought  forward,  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  majority 
of  persons  who  profess  to  be  interested  in  our  general  well- 
being,  have,  in  their  eagerness  to  make  improvements  in. 
matters  pharmaceutical,  made  a  grave  omission  in  ignoring, 
so  absolutely  the  "business"  side  of  our  calling.  Phar- 
macy needs  all  the  help  she  can  get  from  her  sons  who  are 
keen  business-men.  Yet  how  many  pharmacists  are  keen 
business-men  ?  True,  there  has  been  some  slight  improve- 
ment during  the  last  few  years  in  this  direction,  but  you 
have  only  to  look  at  the  average  chemist's  shop  in  any  of 
our  large  towns  to  see  the  lack  of  business  capabilities  dis- 
played. A  chemist  is,  or  is  generally  supposed  to  be,  a 
man  who  has  had  a  good  education  and  has  at  any  rate 
brains,  yet  how  is  it  that  he  is  so  far  out-classed  in  many 
ways  by  his  friend  the  grocer  in  matters  pertaining  to 
business  ?  Is  it  that  he  has  spent  so  much  time  in  vainly 
trying  to  imagine  that  he  is  a  professional  man  to  the> 
detriment  of  his  business  training  ?  Pharmacy  has  never 
been  a  profession  and  never  will  be.  Success  in  the  future 
will  be  for  the  man  who  realises  that  he  is  a  pharmacist  for 
business  purposes,  and  trains  himself  accordingly.  The 
stores  would  never  have  gained  such  hold  if  they  had  been 
opposed  by  men  trained  in  business  methods. 

It  is  very  far  from  my  wishes  that  the  purely  pharma- 
ceutical education  of  a  pharmacist  should  be  neglected, 
but  why  neglect  the  business  side  ?  Surely  we  are  here 
(or  most  of  us  at  any  rate)  with  the  object  of  making 
money — and  the  man  with  a  sound  business  training  is 
the  man  to  do  so.  How  many  pharmacists  have  an  efficient- 
system  of  bookkeeping?  Of  course,  all  have  their  own 
way  of  keeping  accounts,  but  I  fear  that  in  many  cases  it 
is  not  far  removed  from  the  slate  and  chalk  of  the  village- 
shop.  How  many  pharmacists  have  such  a  knowledge  of 
their  incomings  and  outgoings  and  the  amount  of  stock, 
etc.,  that  they  carry  to  be  able  to  quickly  say  to  a  pound 
or  so  how  they  stand  financially?  Again,  how  many 
could  successfully  run  a,  local  advertising  campaign? 
Judicious  advertising  is  just  as  important  for  the  phar- 
macist as  it  is  for  the  draper  or  the  boot-dealers ;  yet 
how  many  realise  it  ?  I  could  mention  many  little  things- 
like  the  above — all  "  little  things  that  count  "  in  business. 

Who  will  support  business  reform  for  the  pharmacist  ? 
We  have  in  our  trade  papers  the  students'  columns,  and 
very  valuable  they  are  too.  Why  not  a  weekly  business 
column  run  on  similar  lines?  This,  at  any  rate,  would  be 
a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  would  not  be  difficult 
to  hold  examinations  at  intervals  and  give  certificates 
for  business  efficiency.  These  would  be  very  useful, 
especially  to  assistants,  as  a  certificated  man  would  be  of 
greater  use  behind  the  counter,  and  consequently  command1 
better  wages  than  one  who  did  not  possess  the  certificate. 
Many  men  who  have  managed  to  save  a  little  cash  as 
assistants  launch  out  in  business  on  their  own  account, 
only  to  be  wrecked  by  their  lack  of  business  knowledge 
which  they  fondly  imagined  they  possessed.  Let  any  man 
who  contemplates  starting  business  for  himself  ask  him- 
self the  question,  "  What  do  I  know  about  business?" 
and  conscientiously  take  the  trouble  to  answer  it :  he  will! 
be  very  likely  astonished  at  his  own  ignorance.  I  shall' 
be  glad  to  hear  what  fellow-pharmacists  have  to  say  on 
this  matter,  for  though  I  do  not  wish  to  minimise  the 
importance  of  pharmaceutical  reform,  I  do  not  think  we 
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should  neglect  the  important  subject  of  "  Business  Reform 
for  the  Pharmacist."  Yours  truly,

Standard  Bread. 
L.  D.  S.  (232/62),  writing  in  regard  to  Dr.  Martin- 
dale's  article  on  this  subject  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  March  4, 
says  :  "  It  is  no  dream  of  the  imagination  to  say  that 
as  regards  the  teeth  in  children,  future  generations  would 
have  little  or  nothing  in  the  way  of  caries  of  the  teeth  if 
Standard  bread  were  faithfully  used.  The  child's  health 
would  correspondingly  improve  because  this  bread,  being 
tougher  than  the  '.white  loaf,  requires  more  chewing. 
This  repeated  chewing  would  become  a  habit,  and  the  more 
the  teeth  are  employed  the  cleaner  they  are,  the  better 
the  blood-supply  to  them,  and  with  this  the  better  their 
development  and  the  structure  of  the  jaws,  the  mouth 
being  larger  and  the  palate  normal ;  the  brain  also  has  a 
greater  chance  :  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  food  being 
swallowed  in  its  proper  condition  mixed  thoroughly  with 
saliva,  there  is  no  fear  of  digestive  trouble,  and  all  along 
the  line  health  is  improved.  In  after-years  also,  in  man- 
hood, womanhood,  and  in  old  age,  this  Standard  bread 
should  remain  the  staff  of  life.  It  is  a  solid  tissue-builder 
at  all  times.  As  an  example  of  this  I  would  quote  from 
a  paper  I  have  before  me  of  experiments  with  two 
puppies,  male  and  female.  They  were  from  the  same 
litter,  and  three  weeks  old  at  the  beginning  of  the  ex- 
periment. The  dog  was  fed  for  eight  weeks  on  a  diet  of 
white  bread  with  a  little  milk  and  water,  the  bitch  for 
eight  weeks  on  whole-meal  bread  with  a  little  milk  and 
water.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the  dog  was  reduced  in 
weight  by  a  half  and  showed  signs  of  rickets,  was  slug- 
gish in  movement,  and  anaemic.  The  bitch,  on  the  other 
hand,  had  gained  almost  5  lb.  in  weight,  was  strong  and 
firm  in  bone,  gums  and  inside  of  mouth  were  healthy, 
and  it  was  alert  and  full  of  mischief." 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legal  Advice  Section  of  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggist* 
Diary,"  ign,  p.  43s,  before  writing-  about  your  difficulty. 

Kurets  (233/65). — If  your  compressed  tablets  of  an  entire 
drug  which  is  recommended  for  rheumatism,  gout,  sciatica, 
neuralgia,  headache,  and  all  nervous  affection  contain  no 
admixture  whatsoever,  they  are  exempt  from  stamp-duty  (see 
€.  dt  D.  Diary,  1911,  p.  449,'  under  "  Drugs  "). 

Justitia  (214/24). — Both  your  queries  are  anticipated  by  the 
legal  information  given  in  the  C.  Jc  D.  Diary,  1911,  p.*  460. 
"Weekly  payment  of  wages  in  the  retail  drug-trade  does  not 
mean  that  a  week's  notice  only  is  given  or  required.  A 
month's  notice  is  the  custom  of  the  trade,  and  if  a  term  is 
not  specified  when  an  engagement  is  entered  on.  a  month  is 
understood. 

Juniper  (224/37).— The  sale  of  the  goodwill  of  a  business 
does  not  necessarily  imply  the  sale  of  the  name  of  the 
owner  :  indeed,  his  name  should  not  be  used  without  specific 
provision  in  the  agreement.  If  the  owner,  having  sold  the 
goodwill,  commences  business  within  the  area  in  which  the 
goodwill  existed  when  he  sold  it,  he  may  be  restrained  ;  but 
without  knowing  the  terms  of  the  agreement  of  sale  we 
•cannot  properly  advise.

Rusticus  (217/65). — Chinosol  is  used  by  some  physicians  as 
an  injection  in  gonorrhoea.  The  strength  of  the  solution 
should  be  5  gr.  per  oz.  to  begin  with. 

Otitis  (227/20). — Tenderness  behind  the  ear  (over  the  bone) 
after  a  running  ear  indicates  inflammation  in  the  mastoid 
bone,  although  pus  is  not  necessarily  present.  It  should  be 
carefully  watched,  but  it  would  be  much  the  best  course  to 
let  the  child  be  seen  by  an  aural  surgeon. 


S.  D.  (22/47). — The  dose  of  ol.  crotonis  for  a  horse  is  10  to 
30  minims.    It  is  used  in  oases  of  obstinate  constipation. 

Pharm  (227/14).— Emigrating  to  New  Zealand.— The 
following  are  the  references  you  require  to  articles  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist:  June' 18,  1910,  p.  918:  April  23,  1910, 
p.  624  (examinations):  "  The  Chemist  Abroad,"  1909  Diary; 
"  Counsel  by  Colonial  Confreres,"  April  24,  1909,  p.  624.  You 
should  also  obtain  the  "  Emigration  Handbook  "  issued  by  the 
Government  Emigration  Office.

— The  article  by  Dr.  Guthrie  Rankin  in  "  The  Lancet  " 
to  which  the  circular  refers  merely  states  that  the  combina- 
tion of  papain,  iron,  and  cannabis  indica  was  given  in  chronic 
gastric  ulcer,  generally  in  pill  form,  reduced  iron  being  the 
form  of  iron  employed.  No  quantities  are  stated,  but  the 
following  may  be  taken  as  suitable  :

It,  is  well  not  to  make  the  pill  hard  for  administration  in 
such  cases,  anything  solid,  even  so  small  as  a  pill,  being  fre- 
quently resented  by  the  stomach.  We  have  found  small 
cachets  appreciated  for  enclosing  medicines  to  be  taken  for 
this  trouble.  A  sufficiency  of  sugar  of  milk  may  be  used  to 
make  up  the  bulk  for  cachets.  Whether  for  pill  or  cachet 
the  extract  of  Indian  hemp  must  be  well  triturated  with  the 
other  material,  so  that  it  is  well  divided  and  evenly  dis- 
tributed. 

M.  B.  (218/63). ^Shampoo-powder  for  L'se  Dry.— The 
powder  you  send  is  apparently  rice-powder  perfumed.  We 
suggest  the  following  as  >an  improvement  on  your  -sample  :

Mix.  For  use,  dust  a  little  of  the  powder  into  the  scalp, 
allow  it  to  remain  for  a  short  time,  then  remove  from  the 
hair  by  brushing  and  rubbing  with  a  towel. 

B.    W.    (227/13). — Blackening  Leather. — There   are  two 
varieties  of  blacking  employed  in  the  leather-trade  for  colour- 
ing rough  leather,  the  following  being  the  one  which  par- 
takes of  the  nature  of  an  ink  : 

Logwood  extract    ...       ...       ...    1  lb. 

Potassium  bichromate      ...       ...      5  oz. 

Iron  sulphate    1  oz. 

Water    1  gall. 

Mix. 

The  other  variety  is  a  mixtureof  lamp-black  (I5  lb.),  neat's- 
foot  oil  (1  gall.),  vinegar-black  (2  pints).  Vinegar-black  is 
the  name  given  by  shoemakers  to  vinegar  in  which  iron  nails 
have  been  soaked  or  to  which  a  little  iron  sulphate  has  been 
added.  We  have  several  other  formulae  if  the  above  do  not 
answer  your  purpose  fully. 

J.  1<\  V.  (226/74). — Boot-edge  Application. — You  will 
probably  find  that  the  addition  of  spirit  to  the  mucilage  of 
acacia  will  produce  a  preparation  that  dries  quicker. 
Probably  as  a  filler  tragacanth  mucilage  containing  spirit 
would  be  an  improvement  on  acacia.  It  would  be  better  to 
make  up  experimental  batches  for  actual  trial  before  decid- 
ing this  technical  point. 

H.  J.  (217/23).— Wood-preserving. — Probably  creosote  is 
the  most  employed  as  a  preservative  of  wood  ;  it  is  produced 
for  the  purpose  in  very  large  quantities.  Copper  sulphate, 
mercuric  chloride,  and  zinc  chloride  have  also  advocates,  the 
first  named,  in  strong  solution,  being  the  least  objectiona.ble. 

E.  M.  (225/18).— Paralysis  in  a  Horse. — The  case  you  de- 
scribe is  one  of  paraplegia  proceeding  from  disease  of  the 
spinal  cord,  probably  resulting  from  an  injury.  The  pain 
behind  the  ear  and  the  movable  lump  on  the  lower  jaw  are 
also  due  to  injuries,  but  have  no  connection  with  the  cause 
of  the  disease.  The  treatment  to  be  adopted  is  to  administer 
a  mild  pui-ge  combined  with  an  anthelmintic  and  insert  a 
..trong  and  thick  seton  at  the  base  of  the  skull  between  the 
ears.  The  loins  should  also  be  covered  with  a  newly  flayed 
sheep-skin,  and,  if  it  is  practicable,  electric  shocks  may  be 
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given.  After  the  purge  has  worked  give  the  following  at 
least  once  daily  : 

Potassii  iodidi, 

Pulv.  nucis  vomica?, 

Pulv.  ergohe    a  a.  jj. 

Fiat  pulvis. 

The  animal  should  be  raised  on  to  its  feet,  and  if  unable 
to  stand  should  be  supported  by  slings.  This  will  prevent 
a  deal  of  annoyance  to  the  horse-keeper  and  torture  and 
annoyance  to  the  animal. 

A.  D.  W.  (224/36).— Embroidery  Patterns.— The  ink  which 
is  employed  for  the  patterns  that  can  be  transferred  by  heat 
has  a  basis  of  resin.  We  suggest  the  following  as  giving  a 
similar  result :  Mix  intimately  Prussian  blue  4  parts 
powdered  resin  1  part,  and  then  add  sufficient  spirit  to  make 
of  a  creamy  consistence,  so  that  the  mixture  can  be  used  for 
drawing  patterns  upon  paper  with  a  pen.  The  markings  dry 
quickly  and  can  bo  reproduced  by  placing  the  pattern  face 
downwards  upon  any  fabric  desired  and  passing  over  the 
paper  with  a  hot  flat-iron. 

Vet.  (224/6P). — Mixture  for  Scour  in  Lambs. — You  do  not 
say  the  source  of  the  sample  you  send,  but  a  similar  mixture 
can  bo  made  with  a  miscible  disinfecting-fluid  such  as  Jeyes' 
fluid  with  a  few  drops  of  laudanum  to  each  dose. 

Lux  (200/67). — Re-charging  Dry-cells. — The  cells  employed 
in  pocket  electric-lamps  cannot  be  profitably  re-charged,  as 
this  involves  replacing  the  component  parts.  The  cells  may 
often  be  stimulated  to  further  action  by  adding  a  little  water, 
but  some  cells  are  not  lifted  with  the  necessary  plug  through 
which  the  water  can  be  supplied. 

Menthol  (Belgium)  (215/48). — As  a  rule  the  inscription  on 
the  top  of  stoneware  corks  is  fixed  by  a  burning-in  process, 
and  is  only  removed  by  mechanical  means,  such  as  grinding. 

A.  F.  (216/66). — Chloroform  Eau  de  Cologne. — We  cannot 
find  an  authoritative  formula  for  this,  but  suggest  the  addi- 
tion of  5  per  cent,  of  chloroform  to  a  good-quality  eau  de 
Cologne. 

Pillo  (224/51). — Solid  Sulphuric  Acid  for  batteries  is  made 
by  mixing  the  liquid  acid  with  kieselguhr  or  sodium  bi- 
sulphate.  In  the  case  of  sodium  bisulphate  the  melted  salt 
is  heated  with  sulphuric  acid  in  a  vacuum  vessel,  and  the 
finished  product  contains  about  three-fourths  of  its  weight  of 
the  acid. 

W.  M.  T.  (224/32).— The  hot  cement  for  recess  labels  on 
shop-bottles  is  a  thick  solution  of  shellac  in  spirit. 

Rustieus  (220/41). — Veterinary  Doses. — Banham's  "  Vete- 
rinary Posology  "  (Baillierc,  3*.  6c/.)  will  suit  you. 

./.  .S'.  /-'.  (216/30). — Restoring  Colour  to  Fawn  Coat. — The 
bleached  spots  from  which  ink-stains  have  been  removed 
could  probably  be  fairly  well  toned  down  by  applying  a 
yellow  dye  mixed  with  a  little  Bismarck  brown,  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  predict  the  effect  that  will  be  produced. 

W.  W.  (231/27). -Cheap  Cough-mixture  on  the  lines  of  the 
sample  you  send.  It  may  be  labelled  as  "  Balsam  of 
Liquorice  "  or  some  similar  title.

Yinum  (224/26). — The  use  of  dctannated  wine  for  making 
quinine-wine  will  prevent  the  precipitate  to  which  you  refer. 
The  simplest  way  of  detannating  orange-wine  is  to  macerate 
■4  oz.  of  finely  cut  gelatin  in  a  gallon  of  wine  for  fourteen  days, 
with  occasional  shaking,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  de- 
canting. 

Country  Chemist  (229/72). — (1)  Green  Sulphur  is  an  agri- 
cultural chemical,  proprietary  in  nature,  which  was  adver- 
tised in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  1909.  The 
greater  advantage  claimed  for  it  over  ordinary  sulphur  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  part  of  it  is  soluble.  (2)  We  advise 
you  to  adopt,  before  advertising  the  neuralgia  mixture,  a 
name  which  can  be  registered  as  a  trade-mark.  There  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  advantage  in  disguising  your  name  under 
that  of  a  company. 

Sponge  (Transvaal)  (223/62). — Madagascar  Sponges. — To 
prepare  these  for  sale  the  sponges  should  first  be  passed 


between  rollers  to  crush  the  shells  which,  are  lodged  in  the 
interior;  next  they  should  be  washed  to  remove  as  much  loose 
matter  as  possible,  and  then  placed  in  a  bath  of  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  dissolve  any  shells  which  remain.  The  sponges 
are  then  ready  for  bleaching,  which  should  be  preferably 
by  means  of  sulphur,  and  not  chlorine.  The  best  way,  is  to 
give  alternate  baths  of  potassium  permanganate  and  sul- 
phurous acid,  but  if  they  are  not  very  dark-coloured  a  single 
bath  suffices  of — 

Potassium  permanganate         ...    2  dr. 

Hydrochloric  acid  ...    2oz. 

Water  ...    2  gals. 

Verbal  (214/9). — Application  for  Spavin,  Curb-bone,  etc.— 
This  liquid,  which  you  state  has  a  marvellous  effect  and  acts 
as  a  partial  blister,  seems  to  owe  its  efficacy  to  mercuric 
chloride.    A  similar  preparation  can  be  made  as  follows  :

Solve. 

Apply  to  the  affected  part  by  means  of  a  wooden  matclv 
taking  care  to'  use  only  sufficient  to  wet  the  place. 

J.A.B.  (223/59). — Salts  for  Mineral  Waters. — You  do  not 
say  whether  you  have  reason  to  believe  these  are  not  potas- 
sium bicarbonate  and  sodium  bicarbonate  respectively; 
those  are  the  only  salts  needed  for  potash  and  soda  water. 

Yorkshire  (222/60). — Herb-beers. — To  ensure  these  con- 
taining the  minimum  of  alcohol  so  that  they  will  be  non- 
excisable,  not  more  than  4  oz.  of  sugar  should  be  used  to 
every  gallon  of  beer  when  yeast  is  employed,  the  required, 
sweetness  being  made  up  with  saccharin.  The  process  is 
fully  explained  in  Stevenson  &  Howell's  "  Manufacture  of 
Aerated  Beverages,  Cordials,  etc."  (7s.  6cZ.),  which  you  should 
obtain. 

Hair  (227/64).— Shampoo-powder  for  Use  Dry.— 'See  replv 
to  "J.  M.  B." 

Belmont  (217/51). — Rennet  Essence. — The  recognised 
method  of  diluting  rennet  is  illustrated  in  the  following  recipe 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : 

Rennet  powder    ...  2oz. 

Rectified  spirit    4  oz. 

Glycerin    2  oz. 

Syrupy  lactic  acid  ...       ...       ...      1  dr. 

Chloroform    10  drops 

Water    35  oz. 

Shake  together,  and  the  next  day  filter  bright.

5rZ.,  and  seconds  4^d.  Bichromate  of  potass  may  be  had  at 
lO^-rZ.  and  prussiate  of  potass  at  Is.  2d.  Oxalic  acid  is  dull 
at  8-i-cZ.  to  9c/.,  and  sal  acetos  at  10cZ.  to  lO^cZ.  A  few  sales  have 
been  made  in  soda  ash  at  2gcZ.  Flour  (sic)  of  sulphur  has 
sold  to  a  good  extent  at  16s.  6cZ.  for  delivery.  Sulphate  of 
ammonia  remains  dull  at  14s.  6cZ.  to  15s.  Sal  ammoniac  is 
easier,  firsts  32s.  6cZ.  Sulphate  of  copper  is  lower,  sales  made 
at  31s.  to  31s.  6c/.  Refined  saltpetre  is  38s.  6c/.  to  39s.  6cZ., 
being  also  cheaper.  American  spirits  of  turpentine  is  quoted 
at  31s.  6(7.  Montreal  pot  ashes  30s.  6cZ.,  and  pearl  31s.  pd. 
per  cwt.  There  has  been  a  fair  business  done  in  drugs  during 
the  month,  and  in  a  few  instances  better  prices  have  been 
obtained.  Oil  of  aniseed  has  sold  at  the  reduced  rates  of 
6s.  6(7.  and  6s.  7c/.,  and  oil  of  cassia  at  9s.  6c/.  Large  sales 
of  castor  oil  have  taken  place,  which  sold  with  good  spirit, 
at  fully  gcZ.  per  lb.  advance;  fine  second  pale  64c/.,  middling 
and  good  5£c£.  and  6(7.  Turkey  opium  is  6<Z.  cheaper,  some- 
good  quality  sold  at  17s.  6cZ.  and  18s.  Cubebs  are  about 
10s.  per  cwt.  lower.  Sarsaparilla  is  steady,  Jamaica  sold  at 
Is.  9c/.  to  2s.  2d.  Some  fine  orange  shellac  has  been  sold  at. 
10Z.  Malabar  cardamoms  sold  at  4s.  10c/.  and  4s.  11c/.,  and 
Madras  3s.  lOd.  Ipecacuanha  is  quiet  at  3s.  6cZ.  and  3s.  9c/. 
Jalap  is  1<7.  to  2c/.  cheaper,  sales  made  at  4s.  5c/.  and  4s.  8cZ. 
Some  China  vermilion  sold  at  2s.  7cZ.  and  2s.  8cZ.  Cape  aloe*? 
are  2s.  and  3s.  lower.  Turkey  gums  were  nearly  all  bought 
in. 
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PRESCRIPTION  PROBLEM.

All  the  competitors  succeeded  in  reading  correctly  two  or 
more  of  the  ingredients.  The  second  item  was  frequently 
Tendered  as  sp.  rect.  or  sp.  chlorof .,  but  the  last  item  proved 
a  stumbling-block  for  all  those  who  essayed  the  problem. 

The  following  is  the  next  exercise,  the  solutions  to  which 
should  be  sent  in  on  postcards  not  later  than  March  20. 
Prizes  will  be  awarded  at  the  discretion  of  the  Editor. 
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Germany  a  person  could  not  go  to  a  chemist's  shop  and  pur- 
chase oxalic  acid  without  producing  a  medical  prescription 
or  some  proper  authority  from  a  medical  practitioner,  and 
ho  thought  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  called  for  amendment  in 
that  direction."  [Oilmen  ought  not  to  sell  oxalic  acid,  the 
sale  of  which  is  restricted  to  chemists.  The  Coroner  is  not 
quite  correct  in  his  remarks  on  the  sale  of  such  poisons  on 
the  Continent :  a  medical  man's  prescription  is  not  necessary 
for  their  purchase. — Editor  G.  &  ZX] 

Prussic  Acid. — Murray  L.  Keir  (16),  apprentice  with  Mr. 
J.  Gordon  Nicholson,  Ph.G,  15  Hanover  Street,  Edinburgh, 
died  in  the  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary  from  the  effects  of 
taking  prussic  acid. 

Salt  of  Lemon  was  the  poison  which  caused  the  self-inflicted 
death  of  Ellen  A.  Schofield  (23),  the  wife  of  a  Bradford  wool- 
comber. — The  same  poison  was  responsible  for  the  accidental 
death  of  Eliza  Harriet  James  at  Gloucester.  A  solution  of 
the  salt  had  been  placed  in  a  lemonade-bottle  by  deceased's 
son. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — At  Danbury,  Joseph  Serjeant  committed 
suicide  by  taking  this  jjoison. 

Kind  Not  Stated. — At  Oldham  the  suicidal  death  of  Jane 
Ann  Hartley  (47)  was  due  to  corrosive  poisoning.

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POISONING  FATALITIES. 

Nine  deaths,  including  one  by  misadventure,  have  been 
reported  since  our  issue  of  last  week  : 

Chlorodyne  was  used  at  Bolton  for  suicidal  purposes  by  an 
aged  woman  named  Sarah  Naylor.  Dr.  Marshall  said  de- 
ceased had  taken  about  4  oz.  The  bottle  produced  was 
labelled  "Pare  &  Co."  and  "Poison,"  and,  in  reply  to  the 
Coroner,  witness  said  that  chlorodyne  could  be  obtained  any- 
where. He  thought  the  poison  regulations  had  been  complied 
with. 

Laudanum. —At  Dawlish,  Mary  Hamer,  assistant-matron 
at  a  nursing  home,  poisoned  herself  with  laudanum.  At  the 
mquest  Mr.  C.  K.  Gregory,  chemist,  10  Brunswick  Place, 
Dawlish,  deposed  that  he  supplied  the  Home  with  drugs. 
Deceased  ordered  a  quantity  of  laudanum  by  telephone, 
stating  that  it  was  required  for  fomentation.  He  had  never 
supplied  deoeased  with  any  poison  before. — At  Birmingham, 
Alfred  Marquis  (26)  killed  himself  by  taking  the  same  drug. 

Oxalic  Acid. — A  Bermondsey  Coroner's  jury  on  March  11 
found  a  verdict  of  oxalic-acid  poisoning  in  the  case  of  a 
widow  who  had  taken  the  poison.  Mr.  Oswald  (the  Coroner) 
maid©  some  remarks  regarding  the  sale  of  the  acid,  saying 
that  the  law  requires  amendment,  as  the  restrictions  upon 
its  sale  by  chemists  and  oilmen  are  not  sufficient.    He  added  : 

In  Continental  countries  the  law  with  regard  to  the  sale 
of  poisons  was  very  properly  more  stringent.    In  France  or

Mr.  J.  Harrison  Dakin,  governing  director  of  Dakin

Singapore  on  February  14  per  s.s.  Nubia. 

Deleterious  Drugs  Ordinance. — The  new  Ordinance 
which  came  into  force  in  the  Straits  Settlements  at  the 
commencement  of  this  year  does  not  differ  much  from  its 
predecessors.  The  chief  alteration  is  that  preparations 
of  opium  and  chlorodyne  have  been  deleted  from  the 
schedule,  while  the  sales  of  hypodermic  .needles  and 
syringes  have  now  to  be  included  in  the  monthly  returns. 
The  Ordinance  consists  of  forty-two  clauses,  the  following 
being  the  schedule  : 

Deleterious  Drugs. 

1.  Morphine  and  all  salts  of  morphine  and  preparations 
containing  morphine  .and  any  alkaloid  or  salt  of  an  alkaloid 
of  opium  and  any  solution  or  preparation  thereof,  but  not 
including  any  preparation  of  opium  or  any  preparation  in 
which  opium  forms  an  ingredient  which  preparation  is  used 
or  intended  to  be  used  for  smoking,  chewing,  or  swallowing, 
or  for  external  use. 

2.  Cocaine  or  eucaine  or  any  analogue,  including  their 
salts,  solutions,  and  preparations. 

Indian  Resin. — The  trade  in  resin  being  constant  and 
increasing,  purchasers  would  do  well  to  keep  an  eye  on  a 
new  field  of  supply  now  opening  up  in  the  Kangra  Valley 
and  also  at  Rawal  Pindi.  Machinery  has  been  obtained  by 
the  local  Forest  Department,  who  are  resolved  to  work 
this  industry  on  a  commercial  scale,  in  the  hope  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  work  up  a  large  trade.  The  demand  being 
what  it  is,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  this 
hope  should  not  be  amply  justified,  if  the  Department  keep 
prominently  in  view  the  all-important  fact  that  British 
and  other  importers  require  regular  and  substantial  ship- 
ments. They  have  little  or  no  use,  and  are  not  prepared 
to  pay  anything  like  full  market  value,  for  spasmodic  lots.

Baldness-Pomade. 

The  following  recipe  for  an  ointment  for  baldness  i 

given  in  "  Les  Nouveaux  Remedes  "  : 

Pilocarpine  hydrochlorate  ...  2  parts 
Quinine  hydrochlorate     ...       .  .       4  parts 

Precipitated  sulphur    10  parts 

Balsam  of  Peru    20  parts 

Beef  marrow,  to  make    100  parts 

Mix.  Apply  to  the  head  after  the  use  of  a  saponaceou 
lotion. 

Poison  Store. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Gibson,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  St.  Pancra 
Union  Dispensary,  finds  the  following  arrangement  usefv. 
for  keeping  poisonous  galenicals  in  safety  at  the  dispensing 
counter.  It  consi6ts  of  a  board  labelled  "  Poison,"  hinge 
to  the  upright  of  a  shelf  about  1  inch  from  the  bottom,  tbu 
allowing  the  labels  of  bottles  to  be  visible.  For  long  shelve 
a  fixed  board,  over  which  the  bottles  are  readily  lifted,  ca 
be  used. 

Purifying  Welis. 

Dr.  Blarez,  professor  of  chemistry  of  the  Faculty  c 
Medicine  at  Bordeaux,  has  devised  the  following  plan  f< 
purifying  the  water  of  wells  suspected  of  being_  coi 
taminated  by  sewage.  The  method  is  in  official  use  in  th 
Gironde.    A  powder  is  used  consisting  of 

Potassium  permanganate         ...     25  parts 

Aluminium  sulphate    250  parts 

Washed  kaolin    725  parts 

Of  this  powder  200  grams  is  required  to  purify  a  cub: 
meter  of  water.  The  powder  is  placed  in  a  bucket,  whit 
is  then  lowered  into  the  water  and  vigorously  moved  I 
ensure  the  solution  and  distribution  of  the  powder.  ,T' 
water  must  not  be  disturbed  for  four  days,  after  which 
will  be  found  that  the  water  is  effectively  purified  ar 
perfectly  clear,  all  pathogenic  microbes  being  destroyed. 
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
